Egyptian President holds talks with Amir 

Mubarak discusses 
defence cooperation 


EGYPT'S President Hosni 
Mubarak held defence 
cooperation talks yesterday 
in Kuwait, whose ships and 
oil installations have come 
under Iranian attack in a 
spillover of the Iran-Jraq war. 

Mubarak arrived in Kuwait 
yesterday. 

Diplomats said Mubarak, on 
the third legofa tour of theGCC 
stales, discussed ways of meeting 
Iranian threats to Kuwait with 
HH the Amir. 

Iran fired at least seven Chin- 
ese-made Silkworm missiles at 
Kuwait last year. 

Reception 

Mubarak was given a grand 
reception upon his arrival in 
Kuwait. 

He was received by HH the 
Amir. HH the Crown Prince and 
Premier and other senior officials 
at the Kuwait airport. 

In a press conference held in 
Kuwait late last night Mubarak 
accused Israel of violating the 
Camp David accords by annex- 
ing the Syrian Golan Heights and 
taking Jerusalem as its external 
capital. 

Mubarak said that the current 
Palestinian uprising in the 
occupied lands was a Palestinian 
anger caused by miserable condi- 
tions resulting from the Israeli 
occupation. “We will pursue all 
possible methods and means to 
ease pressure of the existing 
situauon,“ he added. 

Proposed 

The solution for the Palestin- 
ian cause cannot be accompli- 
shed except through the 
proposed international peace 
conference in the presence of all 
concerned parties including the 
PLO, he said. 

However. Mubarak called on 
the PLO to resolve the represen- 
tation problem by joining Jor- 
dan, "so Israel would have no 
excuse lo refuse the conference." 
he added. 

Mubarak emphasised that

security of the Gulf region was an 
integral part of Egypt's security, 
saying “m case of a direct threat 
to any Arab Gulf state, greater 
preparations are needed", but 
did not elaborate. 

Mubarak reiterated Egypt's 
commitment to the joint Arab 
defence agreement, which he, 
however, described as “ink on 
paper" and pledged to provide . 
military support should any 
Arab state be exposed lo aggres- 
sion. 

Egypt, for whom Mubarak's 
tour marks a return to the Arab 
fold alter eight years of isolation ' 
caused hy its peace treaty with 
Israel, has pledged solidarity 
with the GCC against Iranian 
threats. 

"Our enemies are trying to 
defea t us and the war is still going 
on near us. Egypt has a big role lo 
play under these circumstances.”

ATHENS, Jan 1 1, (UPI): A con- 
troversial decree issued by Iran- 
ian spiritual leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini two weeks ago, giving 
the Iran government "absolute 
power,” lias thrown clerics in the 
country into confusion, Tehran 
residents said. 

But the Islamic Republic News 
Agency yesterday quoted Iran- 
ian Prime Minister Mir Hossein 
Musavi as saying the decree has 
solved several problems he faced. 

Musavi said at a press con- 
ference in Tehran the decree “has 
clarified many ambiguities and 
problems facing the Islamic 
government,” 

Tehran residents reached by 
telephone said Khomeini's 
decree has thrown Iran’s clerics 
into confusion, and some more 
obscure clergymen have come 
out brazenly to declare it “un- 
Jslamic" and “an erosion of the 


constitution.” 

Khomeini decreed Dec 25 that 
Musavi's government had 
absolute power to legislate, with- 
out conferring with Parliament, 
on certain matters, including 
public utilities, banking, ship- 
ping, and labour organisations. 

Contracts 

Thursday, Khomeini clarified 
further to say the government 
also had the right to close down 
mosques, unilaterally cancel 
“religious contracts" and 
prevent people from making the 
annual haj to Makkah, if it 
thought fit. 

Prominent clergymen, includ- 
ing Ayatollah Hossein Ali Mon- 
lazeri. who was elected succes- 
sor-designate to Khomeini in 
1985. used only innuendo to 
attack the decree. 

Ima quoted Montazeri as say- 


ing in Qom the Council of Guar- 
dians of the Constitution should 
“safeguard the constitution and 
the system” and “be brave." 

Remark 

He said "the dignity of the 
Guardians Council must be 
protected,'' and the law ‘■must be 
obeyed by all.” 

But a prominent member of 
the Guardians Council, speaking 
at Friday prayers in Tehran, 
ducked the issue, confining him- 
self to the remark that the Majlis, 
or Iranian Parliament, "played a 
key role in making laws." 

Tehran residents said 
Khomeini's public reprimand of 
President Ali Khamenei on 
Thursday, for having "mis- 
quoted and misinterpreted” his 
Dec 25 decree, was intended to 
silence the more obscure clerics 
across the country who have 
attacked the decree openly. 


Israelis kill more Palestinians 


Peres wants to hand 
over Gaza to Jordan 


BEITIN. West Bank. Jan II. 
(Reuter): Israeli troops in the 
occupied Gaza Strip shot dead a 
Palestinian youth today, another 
Gaza youth died from wounds 
and Israeli settlers killed a teen- 
age rioter in the West Bank, ihe 
Israeli Army said. 

The latest killing was in the 
(own of Khan Yunis. The Army- 
said a Palestinian youth tried to 
snatch a soldier's weapon and 
when he failed a group of young 
men attacked troops and an 
officer opened fire, killing one of 
the attackers. 

Another youth from Khun 
Yunis. wounded two days ago. 
died in an Israeli hospital and a 
Jewish settler's leader in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank 
killed a teenage Arab, the Army 
said. 

Toil 

As the unofficial death loll 
from more than a month of 
unrest in the occupied territories 
rose lo 34, Israeli Foreign Mini- 
ster Shimon Peres suggested han- 
ding the riot-tom Gaza Snip to 
Jordan. 

Major-General Amrara Mit- 
zna. whose central command 
covers the West Bank, told 
reporters that settler leader Pin- 
has Wallerstein and bodyguard 
Shai Ben Yosef shot dead Rabah 
Hussein Ranam. 16, after he 
stoned their car in Beitin, a 
village 10 miles ( 16 km) north of 
Jerusalem. 

It was the first time ultra- 
nationalist Jewish settlers had 
become involved in more than a 
month of unrest, raising fears 
among Israeli security officials 
that rioters might unleash their 
violence on the controversial 
Jewish settlements in the occupa- 


tion zone. 

In Jerusalem, Peres told visit- 
ing UN envoy Marrack Gould- 
ing that unless a solution was 
found with Jordan, Gaza could 
face (he same endless violent 
anarchy as Lebanon. 

"We have to choose between a 
Lebanisation of the Gaza Strip 
or a Jordanisation of the area. 
The solution cannot be reached 
unilaterally but must be found 
with Jordan and the Palestin- 
ians." spokesman Ehud Gol 
quoted him as saying. 

Goulding is on a mission to 
study the safely of l he 1.4 million 
Palestinians in the occupied 
territories. Prime Minister Yitz- 
hak Shamir has refused to receive 
him. 

Peres suggested last month, to 
biller criticism by Shamir's right* 
wing Likud bloc, that Israel 
should demilitarise Gaza and 
dismantle Jewish settlements 
there. 

Jordan has never controlled 
the Gaza Strip, which was under 
Egyptian rule from 1948 until 
Israel captured it in the 1967 
Middle East war. 

Claims 

Goulding, who also met UN 
officials providing relief services 
to Palestinian refugees in the 
occupied areas, told reporters 
after this talks with Peres; 

“We discussed how these 
recent disturbances show the 
pressing need to negotiate a set- 
tlement which will remove the 
causes of all the recent troubles.” 

In Jerusalem, Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir accused Egypt 
of shooting and wounding Pales- 
tinian protesters in the border 
town of Rafah and rejected 
claims by Egypt- the only Arab 


slate to have relations with 
Israel, that the Jewish slate had 
violated the Camp David 
accords between the two coun- 
tries. 

Speaking to a gathering of 
businessmen. Shamir said Egyp- 
tian troops fired at several Pales- 
tinians demonstrating on Sun- 
day in the divided town of Rafah. 
which straddles the border bet- 
ween Egypt and the Israeli- 
occupied Gaza Strip. 

Egypt has repeatedly condem- 
ned the Jewish state over its han- 
dling of the riots. 

"On the Egyptian side. Egyp- 
tian Army forces arrived and 
immediately, without any non- 
sense. opened fire and dispersed 
the demonstration. Many fell, 
but we still have no information 
if there was anyone killed." said 
Shamir. 

In Cairo. Egyptian officials 
said there were no casualties and 
hundreds of Palestinians disper- 
sed peacefully after protesting 
for about an hour. 

Mubarak said today that 
Israel had violated the Camp 
David accords by annexing the 
Golan Height's and East 
Jerusalem, captured from Syria 
and Jordan in the 1967 Middle 
East war. 

Shamir responded: “it is not a 
violation of the Camp accords. 
Nothing was said in the Camp 
David accords on Jerusalem or 
the Golan Heights.” 

Major-General Milzna defen- 
ded Lhe shooting in Beilin to 
reporters at the scene. 

Violent clashes erupted today 
in Nablus, the biggest city in 
West Bank between the Palestin- 
ian demonstrators and the Israeli

Explosion in Kampala 
kills Libyan diplomat 


KAMPALA. Jan 1 1,( Reuter): A 
Libyan diplomat was killed and 
five-people including the French 
cultural attache were injured in 
Kampala today in an explosion 
which a previously unknown 
rebel group said was aimed at the 
Libyan presence in Uganda. 

Libyan administrative attache 
Ayad Ahmed died on the way to 
Kampala's Mulago Hospital 
after an unknown assailant 
threw a grenade or small bomb 
into the hallway of an office 
block housing the Libyan, 
French and two other embassies. 

Witnesses said -the explosion 
severed Ahmed's leg and left the 
foyer spattered with blood. 

Casualties 

The Cultural Attache. Jean- 
Daniel Neveu, was hit by a gren- 
ade fragment and his condition 
was not serious, the French 
Foreign Ministry said in Paris. 

The other casualties were 
Damali Musoke, a Ugandan 
secretary at the Libyan embassy, 
lift operator Opera John and tw’o 
employees of an agricultural 
company with offices in the same 
building, police sources said. 

A telephone caller to an inter- 
national news agency in London 
claimed responsibility for the 
attack on behalf of a previously 
unknown group, the Uganda 
Federal Army. 

"We killed a Libyan diplomat 


who was the head of the Libyan 
terrorists' base in Kampala. He 
has been engaged in terrorist 
activities in Uganda and else- 
where.” the caller said. 

The caller, who said he was 
speaking from Brussels, said the 
diplomat was involved in a plot 
with the Fatah Revolutionary 
Council Organisation, headed 
by Abu Nidal, to kidnap an 
Israeli official based in Kinshasa, 
Zaire. 

Tyranny 

“We are fighting communist 
tyranny in Uganda. We are going 
to strike again. We don’t want 
any Libyan on Ugandan soil ... 
We are fighting to overthrow the 
present regime which is being 
influenced by (Libyan leader) 
Colonel Moammar Khaddafi.” 
he said. 

Several Ugandan rebel groups 
in exile, including the Uganda 
People's Democratic Movement 
and its ally the Federal 
Democratic Movement, have 
criticised close relations between 
Libya and the government of 
President Yoweri Museveni. 

Museveni blamed rebels for a 
spate of grenade attacks in the 
Kampala urea last September 
and said their aim was to dis- 
suade heads of slate from eastern 
and southern Africa from atten- 
ding a regional trade summit in 
Kampala in December. 


Iraq shatters lull in tanker war with raids on two ships 


MANAMA, Jan 11, (Agencies): 
Iraq said today its warplanes hit 
two oil tankers in the Gulf, shat- 
tering a fragile tanker war truce. 

Lloyds of London shipping 
intelligence unit identified one of 
the two "large naval targets” 
claimed by an Iraqi military 
spokesman as the 137.895-ton 
Iranian shuttle tanker Khark 3. 
The Khark proceeded to Iran’s 
Lunik Island oil terminal in lhe 
middle or the Strait of Hormuz 
after lhe attack yesterday. 

Offensive 

Shipping sources said the 
other vessel apparently was a 
barge mounted tyiih reflectors to 
deflect Exocel missiles. The Iraqi 
action was the first against ship- 
ping in Iranian service since an 
accidental Iraqi attack on a Mal- 
tese freighter Jan l.sutrtinglcars 
that Iran would retaliate against 
independent shipping. 

The last time Iran attacked 


neutral shipping was on Christ- 
mas Day when an Iranian gun- 
boat fired on a Maltese freighter. 

in Baghdad. Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein fell confident 
enough to say “Iraq's victory is 
coming and the nation will 
celebrate that victory soon,” the 
official Iraqi News Agency 
reported. Iran has spoken of 
launching a major offensive to 
lake the southern Iraqi city of 
Basra but so far it has not 
materialised. 

Some military experts believe 
Iranian leaders are having dif- 
ficulty conscripting sufficient 
baseeji volunteers for the winter 
assault becauseofwarwcariness. 

Optimism had been mounting 
that a peace shuttle between 
Tehran and Gulf slates by high- 
ranking Syrian- officials was on 
the verge of a breakthrough. 

Diplomats had hoped the 
home-spun diplomacy would 
bring Gul Headers and Iranlolhe 


conference table in Damascus or 
the Omani capital of Muscat to 
defuse tension in the region. 

But it was unclear today 
whether Iraq's tanker raids had 
jeopardised those talks and there 
was no immediate reaction from 
Tehran. 

Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayati met a UAE 
envoy in Tehran last night and 
said Iran was optimistic about 
any cooperation which would 
reduce the influence of foreign 
powers in the Gulf. 

Pressure 

Sonic diplomats suggested a 
complicated deal hud been 
struck whereby Iraq bowed to 
pressure from its major ally 
Saudi Arabia lo hull attacks on 
Iranian oil tankers. 

In return. Syria Tehran’s

But that agreement looked 
fragile following Iraq's raids and 
some diplomats speculated Iran 
had in any case been playing for 
time since it lacked air cover and 
manpower to mount an effective 
winter offensive against Basra. 

Iraq's raids came only hours 
after US Defence Secretary 
Frank Carlucci left Saudi Arabia 
at the end of a week-long tour of 
the Gulf. 

Arrive 

Some diplomats, sceptical 
about lhe chances of the Arab 
peace shuttle, said Iraq may have 
agreed to hold back from attacks 
only during Carlucci's visit. 

Meanwhile US representative 
Mel Levine, a Democrat from 
California, arrived today in 
Baghdad for talks with officials 
on the Gulf war.

East and European Affairs, flew 
in from Jordan where he held 
talks with King H ussein. 

Another Congressman, re- 
presentative Robert Torricelli, a 
New Jersey Democrat, was 
scheduled to arrive in the Iraqi 
capital tomorrow. He sits on the 
same House subcommittee as 
Levine. 

Despite the attack, there were 
growing reports of broad efforts 
to halt the lran-Iraq conflict.

A grave 
mistake 
indeed 

NORFOLK. Jan- II. (AP): 
While friends and relatives 
attended his funeral, Charles 
Willie Pryor rested in a hosp- 
ital bed, unaware that an 
unidentified man was being 
buried in his place. 
Authorities say they don’t know 
who is buried in Pryor's grave, 
and they cannot explain how 
ihe mistaken identity 
occurred. 

A few hours after the funeral on 
Friday, two relatives iden- 
tified a patient at a Veterans 
Administration Hospital as 
Pryor. 

Pryor, 61. had checked into the 
hospital for an undisclosed 
ailment on Wednesday, the 
day a newspaper published 
his obituary. The relatives 
were summoned after a hosp- 
ital employee read the 
obituary and noticed 
similarities lo the patient. 

Viewed 

State medical examiner Faruk 
Presswalla said Pryor's half- 
brother viewed the body of 
the dead man and identified it 
as Pryor. Also, family mem- 
bers viewed the body at the 
funeral. He said the fact that 
family members saw the body 
makes the mix-up especially 
mystifying. 

Pryor was unaware of the mix-up 
on Saturday. 

"I don't know anything about 
that." he said in a telephone 
interview with the Virginian- 
Pilot and the Ledger-Star. "I 
don’t have a brother." 

The bizarre tale began Jan 3, 
when a man fell oil his bicycle 
in Norfolk and hit his head. 
The man. who was carrying 
no identification, died of 
hypothermia that night in a 
hospital. 

Police began circulating photos 
of the man to learn his iden- 
tity. and a former housemate 
of Pry or told them the photo 
resembled Pryor. 

A search for relatives led police 
to Bernard Goodwin. Pryor's 
half-brother. Goodwin iden- 
tified the photo and hodv as 
Pryor.

Metal detectors have been ins- 
talled at all public entrances. 
Policemen and women will 
closely search visitors in cur- 
tained booths. 

As is customary in French 
terrorism trials, metal crowd- 
control barriers were set up all 
around the courthouse on the lie 
dc La Cite. Multiple police units 
were to stand by against the pos- 
sibility of an attack. 

Seventy-five gendarmes have 
been assigned to patrol the 1 6 km' 
of corridors in the labrynthine 
building, while armed policemen 
were to maintain surveillance on 
rooftops and in the sewers below . 

The defendants include direct 
action leaders Marc Rouillan, 
Nathalie Menigon. Joelle 
Aubron and Georges Cipriani, 
captured in February in a raid on 
their isolated hideout in a farm- 
house 100 km south of Paris.

A Luebeck police spokesman, 
who declined to give his name 
when contacted by telephone, 
told the AP all queries in the case 
should be directed to Justice 
Department spokesman Kaehne 
in West Berlin. 

Kaehne had said Sunday that 
Mrs Endrigkeit was being 
“urgently sought” in the case. 

Meanwhile, Kaehne repeated 
allegations that Mrj> Endrigkeit 
was working with two convicted 
Palestinians. 


"As noted from a previous 
trial, one of them. Ahmed Nawaf 
Hasi, was at times in Libya," 
Kaehne said. He declined, des- 
pite repeated questions, to say if 
West Berlin officials had deter- 
mined whether there was a direct 
Libyan connection to the La 
Belle bombing. 

Spokesman Robert Heath of 
the US embassy in Bonn declined 
comment on whether new 
developments in the case had any 
effect on the US insistence that 
Libya was behind the La Belle 
bombing. 

“It's all too new. We don’t 
have anything on that,” Heath 
told the AP in a telephone 
interview. 

it was the first major lead the 
authorities have disclosed in 
their extensive investigation into 
the bombing. 


BEIJING. Jan 11. (Reuter): 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev has called for a summit 
meeting with China, but Western 
diplomats say Peking is unlikely 
to agree to what would be the 
first such meeting in 29 years. 

in an interview with the Chin- 
ese weekly Liaowang (outlook), 
published today, Gorbachev 
reiterated an earlier proposal for 
a summit with Chinese leader 
Deng Xiaoping and hinted that 
this time the Chinese might 
accept. 

“It would be a logical develop- 
ment. in our view, to hold a 
Soviet-Chinese summit. Judging 
by all accounts, both sides realise 
the objective necessity of this," 
Tass quoted Gorbachev as say- 
ing. 

A Western diplomat in Beijing 
said he did not believe the Chin- 
ese would agree to a summit at 
the moment. 

"I don'L think there will be any 
change in Lheir public position," 
he said. This was that Moscow 
must first remove three foreign- 
policy obstacles before China 
could agree to such a meeting.

Ryzhkov in Stockholm 
talks on Baltic dispute 
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STOCKHOLM. Jan II. (Reu- 
ter): The Soviet and Swedish 
prime ministers opened talks in 
Stockholm today focusing on a 
19-year-old dispute over 
territorial waters in the Baltic 
which Sweden says blocks a sig- 
nificant improvement in rela- 
tions with new Kremlin leaders. 

Nikolai Ryzhkov, the first 
Soviet Prime Minister to visit 
Sweden for 1 5 years, arrived with 
his wife Lyudmila and went 
straight into talks with Social 
Democratic Prime Minister 
Ingvar Carlsson in his offices on 
the Stockholm waterfront. 

“Well. I'm satisfied," were 
Ryzhkov's only words to repor- 
ters who asked him how the talks 
were going when he emerged for 
lunch with Sweden's King Carl 
Gustaf. 

Chance 

Soviet sources said they 
believed there was a good chance 
of an accord on the Baltic dis- 
pute. Agreement eluded Soviet 
and Swedish negotiators when 
they held intensive talks on the 
subject in Stockholm and Mos- 
cow before the visit. 

The two countries have been 
arguing since 1 969 about how to 
share an area of some 8,500 
square miles of sea between the 
Swedish Baltic island of Gotland 
and the coast of the Soviet Baltic 


Republic of Latvia. 

As long as the row drags on, 
the rich fish stocks of the zone 
remain open for all nations to 
exploit and Swedish fishermen 
fear they will be depleted. 

Neutral Sweden, which wants 
the sea boundary to be drawn 
halfway between Gotland and 
the Soviet coast rather than bet- 
ween the two mainlands as Mos- 
cow wants, is reported to be will- 
ing to give up about 25 percent of 
the disputed area to the Rus- 
sians. 

But a report in the Swedish 
liberal newspaper Dagens 
Nyheter today demands for 
Swedish concessions in 30 per 
cent of the zone. 

Opposition Swedish 

Doliticians say thaL in view of a 
Navy report of 30 alien sub- 
marine intrusions in Swedish 
waters in the last six months, 
Carlsson should concentrate less 
on the Baltic and more on warn- 
ing the Russians over the viola- 
tions. 

The classified section of the 
Navy report blamed Moscow for 
the inlrusions. Swedish sources 
said. 

A Baltic Sea agreement would 
improve the political climate for 
trade.

Chinese Premier Chou Enlai at 
Beijing airport after attending 
the funeral of Vietnamese leader 
Ho Chi Minh. 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from Vietnamese officials 
on a possible Sino-Sovict sum- 
mit. 

Vietnamese officials have said 
a return to cozy pre- 1960s SinOr 
Soviet ties would make their 
country and other small Asian 
nations nervous, probably caus- 
ing shifts of foreign policies to 
guard against any expansion of 
China's influence in the region. 

The Vietnamese, who have 
fought border wars with the 
Chinese communists, are stron- 
gly supported by the Soviet 
union. 

The Japanese Foreign Minis- 
try also had no immediate com- 
ment. A spokesman said Tokyo 
officials were checking the details 
of the Gorbachev proposal. 

Last month Deng firmly 
rebuffed the idea of meeting with 
Gorbachev in Beijing. Moscow 


or any other place, saying the 
Kremlin must first urge Vietnam 
to withdraw its troops from 
Kampuchea. 

But a senior Soviet envoy said 
recently he was optimistic a sum- 
mit could take place and said 
relations had improved because 
of last month's US-Soviet 
agreement to eliminate medium- 
range and shorter-range nuclear 
missiles. 

Soviet Deputy Foreign Mun- 
ster Igor Rogachev said in Beij- 
ing last month that Moscow and 
Beijing had developed channels 
to discuss international issues 
over the last two years.

Gorbachev praised China as 
playing a key role in world 
affairs. “We are far from think- 
ing that everything in the world, 
including East-West relations, 
depends solely on Moscow and 
Washington." he declared. 

Czechoslovakia’s 
new Communist Party leader 
Milos Jakes arrived in Moscow 
today for his first talks with Gor- 
bachev since his surprise appoin- 
ted last month. 


Soviets might start Afghan 
pullout in May: Pravda 


MOSCOW. Jan 11, (Reuter): 
The Communist Party news- 
paper Pravda said today Soviet 
troops could start pulling out of 
Afghanistan on May 1 if an 
agreement was signed by Pakis- 
tan and the Kabul administra- 
tion by the start of March. 

Pravda commentator 
Vsevolod Ovchinnikov said 
agreements under discussion at 
several meetings in Geneva in the 
pasL two years provided for a halt 
to US support for Afghan insur- 
gents. 

“If it becomes possible to sign 
the Geneva understandings by 
March 1 — and the Afghan side 
is by all appearances intending to 
aim for that — then the starling 
date for the withdrawal could be 
May 1,” he wrote: 

Ovchinnikov made it clear the 
United States and Pakistan 
would have to take major steps to 
stop activities by Muslim rebels if 
the pullout were to start by then. 

The Pravda journalist, whose 
remarks were clearly based on an 
official briefing, said a completed 
agreement on Afghanistan could 


provide an extra push for the 
next Soviet- America n summit — 
which diplomats expect for late 
May in Moscow. 

The article marked the first 
time Moscow had mentioned an 
exact date for the start of a pull- 
out, which Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze said last 
week could be completed in less 
than 1 2 months. 

But analysts said the condi- 
tions Ovchinnikov spelt out still 
made it unlikely that Washing- 
ton and I slamabad could comply 
without further concrete 
assurances from Moscow on its 
role during the two-month 
interim period after an 
agreement 

Ovchinnikov said this time- 
gap between an agreement and 
the withdrawal “is not accidental 
— it is determined by the neces- 
sity of giving Islamabad time to 
liquidate the Dushmanbases on 
Pakistani territory." 

Moscow and Kabul use the 
term Dushman, which means 
reactionary renegades or ban- 
dits, to describe the Muslim 


insurgents, who have been fight- 
ing successive pro-Soviet gover- 
nments in Kabul since 1 978. 

“In other words,” Ovchin- 
nikov said, “The problem lies not 
in the date for the start of the 
withdrawal of Soviet forces but 
in the date when American aid to 
the Dushmans is halted." 

The United States has until 
now insisted that it would sup- 
port the insurgents until Moscow 
set a firm date for an irreversible 
pull-out to begin and provided a 
timetable for its completion. 

US officials say they would 
also expect assurances from 
Moscow that it would not 
attempt to return to shore up the 
present Kabul authorities if they 
appeared under threat from the 
insurgents after the withdrawal. 

Talks between Kabul and 
Islamabad through United 
Nations mediation are due to 
resume in Geneva in late 
February and there have been 
indications of optimism from 
Washington as well as Moscow 
that there could be a breakth- 
rough. (Seepage 6)

IOWA FALLS, Iowa. Jan 11, 
(AP): Presidential candidate 
Gary Hart says if he’s elected, he 
“won't be the first adulterer in 
the White House." 

But he said American voters 
appear to be prepared to under- 
stand the personal problems that 
forced him to withdraw his bid 
for the Democratic Party's 
nomination last May. 

The former senator from 
Colorado rejoined the race last 
month. 

“The people of this country in 
the last three weeks have been 
tremendously warm and accept- 
ing," Hart said in an emotional 
interview published yesterday in 
the Des Moines Register. “U’s 
great to be back.” 

Hart and his wife, Lee, met on 
Saturday with the editorial 
board of the daily newspaper 
during a campaign swing in this 
rural Midwestern slate. 

Crucial 

Hart gave the interview one 
month before the first crucial lest 


of the election year — the Iowa 
political caucus that will select 
state delegates lo the party's 
nominating convention this 
summer. 

Success in Iowa is an essential 
ingredient in establishing a cam- 
paign for the rapid-fire series of 
state primaries and caucuses 
scheduled in the next five mon- 
ths. 

In his interview, Hart asked 
that his personal life be kept in 
“perspective." Al one point dur- 
ing the session, he wiped away 
tears, the newspaper said. 

“Ifl am elected I won’t be the 
first adulterer in the While 
House.” Hart said. "I may be the 
first one lo have publicly confes- 
sed, but I won’t be the first.” 

After leaving the race amid 
reports of his relationship with 
model Donna Rice, Hart admit- 
ted in a nationally televised 
interview that he had not been 
“ totally faithful" to his wife. Lee. 
But he refused to discuss Rice or 
any other individual.

NEW DELHI. Jan 1 l, (AP): The 
body of a 28-year-old woman 
was found next to her husband’s 
funeral pyre, and police said 
today they are investigating 
whether she -was murdered or 
killed herself. 

Initial reports said the woman 
may have to commit sail, an 
ancient Hindu ritual in which a 
widow dies in the flames that 
cremate her husband's body. But 
authorities have ruled out the 
ritual in the death. 

“This is certainly a case of 
either murder or suicide, but not 
sati." said B.K. Bhola, a police 
chief. 

The United News oflndia said 
Mrs Singh allegedly dressed her- 
self as a bride and jumped into 
the flames consuming her hus- 
band's body. The news agency 
quoted unspecified reports as 
saying Mrs Singh entered the 
flames carrying a coconut, an 
auspicious symbol in Lhe Hindu 
religion. 

Autopsy 

Nimal Kishore Gupta, a mag- 
istrate in the -Lalitpur district, 
told the Associated Press by tele- 
phone that an autopsy showed 
the woman, Shakuntala Singh, 
died of suffocation^ 

“She did try to immolate her- 
self but did not succeed. The bum 
injuries were superficial, but 
there was blood on her mouth,’ 
said Gupta. 

Police believe the woman may 
have poured kerosene on herself 
but say she may have been mur- 
dered to prevent her from shar- 
ing property of her dead hus- 
band. 

Mrs Singh’s husband.-Harpal 
Singh, died on Thursday when 
his motorcycle crashed into a van 
near the village of Kheria Mis- 
hra. 500 kilometres (310 miles) 
south ofNew Delhi. 

Singh married twice. Shakun- 
lala, his first wife, was sent to 
another village after failing to 
bear a child. U was not known if 
the couple was divorced, but 
Singh took a second wife who 
gave birth to four children. 

“Shakuntala rarely came here 
when Singh was alive,” said 
Gupta. 

Shakuntala and her brother 
returned to Kheria Mishra on 
Friday after learning of Singh’s 
death. 

“By the time she reached the 
village, it was all over. The 
cremation was complete,” said

Salonga told reporters his 
Liberal Party supported Mrs 
Aquino but was opposing 
“members of political dynasties 
of notorious personalities" 
backed by her brother. Rep. Jose 
Cojuangco, and her brother-in- 
law, Paul Aquino. 

Mrs Aquio’s relatives have 
endorsed some politicians for- 
merly allied with ousted 
President Ferdinand Marcos in 
an effort to build support in areas 
where right-wing political 
groups remain strong. 

“We did not suffer 1 4 years of 
the Marcos dictatorship only to 
see the return of the same prac- 
tices of Marcos,” Salonga said. 

Postponed 

Mrs Aquino said last year thaL 
she tried to dissuade her relatives 
from running for office but could 
not bar them, despite a con- 
stitutional provisions discourag- 
ing “political dynasties.”

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AIDS test for expatriates from March 


By Jadranka Porter 

ALL expatriates seeking 
residence in Kuwait will have to 
undergo test for AIDS in Kuwait 
before they are granted a 
residence permit. This provision 
of the new residence law will take 
etTecl on March 1, while the law 
was enforced on Jan 1. 

The new rule will appiy only to 
the first-time applicants arriving 
from abroad. 

Only those who gel a free-of- 
A1DS certificate, and are also 
pronounced free of leprosy, 
lubercolosis. malaria and filaria 
(a parasite affliction) by 
Kuwait's health authorities will 
qualify for a residence permit, 
said Dr Rashid A1 Owaish, the 
acting director of the public 
health department. 

Reduce 

Although AIDS testing will 
greatly reduce the possibility of 
an AIDS carrier settling down in 
Kuwait there is no guarantee, 
despite- the test, that some will 
enter undetected. This is because

the AIDS virus carrier usually 
cannot be identified in the first 
two months following the infec- 
tion. It takes between three 
weeks and two months for the 
anti-bodies fighting the virus to 
develop. This means that the 
carriers infected within that 
period prior to the Lest will 
-appear to be free of the virus, but 
A1 Owaish said he expected few 


of such cases. 

The blood sample of those 
applying for residence in Kuwait 
City. Hawalli govemorate and 
Jahra will be taken at the Ports 
and Border Health division in 
Shuwaikh while the applicants in 
the Adan area will give their 
blood sample at the Fahaheel 
polyclinic, AI Owaish said. The 
tests will be carried out at the 
virology department in Sha'ab. 
The applicants will be charged 
KD 10 for getting a certificate 
testifying they are free of all the 
five diseases 

Symptoms 

Close to 90,000 people in 
Kuwait have been tested for 
AIDS, mainly the blood donors 
and those considered to be in the 
high-risk groups. Only the virus 
carriers have been discovered in 
Kuwait and not a single case dis- 
playing the symptoms has been 
recorded in the country. 

In conducting Lhe tests the 
Ministry of Health is relying on 
the guidelines for infectious dis- 
eases law. But according to lasL 
year's statements made by Lhe 
Minister of Health, it is expected 


Woman undergoes heart 
transplant in Saudi Arabia 


R 1 YA DH, Jan 1 1; A 4 1 -year-old 
Saudi Arabian woman was saved 
when parents of a young accident 
victim donated his heart to her. 
The heart transplant on Hailla AI 
Atifi was performed last month 
at the Military Hospital in 
Riyadh. 

The mother of seven children, 
Hailla AI Atifi. became the first 
woman to have such surgery in 
the kingdom. 

The surgery was performed by 
a leading heart specialist Dr 
Mohamad AI Fuqih. 

Hailla never had a heart 
problem, that is until her seventh 
pregnancy, when she felt acute 
distension in her heart. After 
consulting several doctors she 
saw Dr AI Faqih. who advised 
her to undergo heart surgery, and 
she was put on the list of patients 
waiting for organ donors. Last 
month, a young Saudi with 
severe head injuries was brought 
to the Military Hospital. After 
four hours in intensive care unit, 
the young man died of brain 
haemorrhage. His parents don- 
ated the heart to save Hailla’s 
life. The accident victim’s kid- 
neys were also donated. 
Recovery 

Hailla received a new heart 
after a critical four-hour opera- 
tion. The patient was kept in an 
intensive care unit for a week 
before being shifted to an ordin- 
ary ward. 

“The patient (Hailla) has 
shown remarkable recovery and 
she is now leading a near normal 
life at hospital." 5 aid Dr Faqih. 
She will stay in hospital for a few 
more weeks, until the doctors 
believe she is fit enough to go 
back home. 

Hailla. in a recent interview, 
said she led a sheltered life and 
never believed she would ever 
make headlines around the 
world. She said: “It is so good to 
hug my children and be with 
them." she said. Hailla 's hus- 
band. Naser is now awaiting his 
wife’s return home.

Carlucci discussed Kuwait’s air 
defence needs during his visit 


PARIS, Jan 1 1. (Kuna): Defence 
Secretary Frank Carlucci today 
revealed that he discussed with 
Kuwaiti officials last week (he 
country’s air defence needs. 

Speaking at a press conference 
here today. Carlucci said the dis- 
cussions he had in Kuwait dealt, 
among other issues, with carry- 
ing out a number of improve- 
ments on the US-made air 
defence missiles. 

On the question or the Gulf, 
where he was visiting last week. 
Carlucci reaffirmed the Reagan 
administration's commitment to 
protecting US-flagged vessels in 
the Arab Gulf.’ 

“We did not go to the Gulf to 
police it," said Carlucci adding, 
“we have been successful in our 
mission.” 

The US official ruled out the 
possibility of withdrawing 
American war ships from the 
Gulf, but said that due to 
“political and financial reasons" 
the Reagan administration 
wants to offer maximum protec- 
tion to US vessels with less costs. 

He noted that there are 23 con- 
voys of US Navy-protected oi! 
tankers coming and leaving the 
Gulf without any incident - 

Mines 

He maintained that threat of 
mines in the Gulf has subsided, 
noting that there has been no 
incident after the supertanker 
Bridgeton hit a mine in the first 
convoy last summer. 

The US administration is com- 
mitted to its strategic interest, 
thus there will be no change in 
maintaining its naval power in 
the Gulf region, he asserted. 

The Defence Secretary said 
that Iran has been massing 
troops along the borders with 
Iraq, but noted that the force is 
smaller than those in previous 
offensives. 

"However, we know that the 
Iraqis have the capability to 
withstand the offensive,” 
Carlucci poinLcd out. 

Hccallcdfortheapplicationof 
the Security Council resolution 
number 598 on ending the Gulf 
conflict, saying there has been a 
progress from the Soviet side on 
the boycott issue. 

He said that his meeting yes- 
terday in Riyadh with Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak dealt 
with the situation in the Gulf 
region and bilateral issues, but 


did not give further details. 

The US official praised the 
outcome of November's Arab 
summit of Amman describing 
the restoration of diploratic rela- 
tions between Egypt and some 
Arab slates as “an enormous suc- 
cess" for Lhe summit. 

On his meeting today with 
Prime Minister Jacques Chirac, 
Carlucci said that the French 
official asserted to him that 
France will not withdraw its 
naval force in the Gulf. 

Desirable 

“We view cooperation with 
France (in the Gulf) as desirable” 
the Defence Secretary said. 

The meeting with Chirac las- 
ted for one hour, after which a 
spokesman for the Matingon 
Palace said the talks dealt with 
disarmament issues. 

In his press conference, 
Carlucci said that his talks with 
President Francois Mit- 
terrand and Chirac centred on 
East-West relations and the 
situation in the Gulf. 

He added that IN F treaty, sig- 
ned in Washington by US 
President Reagan and Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev, has 


been a Western demand. 

The Defence Secretary also 
t had a working lunch with his 
French counterpart Andre 
Giraud where armament 
cooperation between the two 
countries were discussed. 

Carlucci said that President 
Mitterrand viewed the Inter- 
mediate Nuclear Forces (INF) 
treaty sighed by the US and the 
Soviet Union last month as a way 
to strengthen the Western 
alliance. 

He underlined, however, that 
there will be no change in the US 
military presence in Western 
Europe. “Our presence (in 
Europe) improves the state of 
alliance.” the Defence Secretary 
said. 

On the issue of Afghanistan, 
Carlucci renewed his country’s 
call for a Soviet withdrawal from 
there. ”11 was easy for them to 
enter Afghanistan, so it should 
be easy for the Soviets to pull 
out.” 

The Defence Secretary arrived 
• here yesterday and immediately 
went into' talks with Foreign 
.Minister Jean-Bernard Rai- 
mond. 


G i rl who fakedherown 
death found in Cairo 


THE reported abduction in 
Kuwait of a 17-year-old secon- 
dary student about two months 
ago, might well have been the 
imaginative attempt of the girl. 
Manor, to Take her own death. 

When Manar Mohamad Has- 
san Jad disappeared alter attend- 
ing a sports event about two 
months ago, rumours circulated 
that she had been abducted by 
two unidentified men. She has 
recently been found in Cairo with 
a fake passport and she claims 
that she was never abducted but 
left K uwail on her own. 

Burned 

In an interview with a Kuwaiti 
daily, Manar said that she loves 
to read police stories and watch 
foreign detective movies, imagin- 
ing herself as one of the movie 
stars. 

Manar claimed that she had 
invented a story in which she 
makes her family think she has 
died, while, in fact, she has disap- 
peared to a safe place to study 


and return to them, making 
them proud of her academic 
accomplishment. 

Not satisfied with simply 
imagining her death. Manar 
claims she left Kuwait and joined 
a friend in Cairo, who stole her 
mother's passporL for Manar to 
use. She claimsthal she sold one 
of her school team’s gold medals 
to purchase the airplaneticketto 
Egypt and burned her clothes 
during the sports intermission to 
make people think tharshe had 
committed suicide. 

While in Cairo the director of a 
girls* hostel where Manar stayed 
suspected that she had a fake 
passport and contacted the auth- 
orities. Manar 's father was fin- 
ally contacted and she was 
brought buck to Kuwait. 

Manur's father a Palestinian, 
said that he would try to find 
psychological help Tor his daugh- 
ter because her imagination went 
beyond that which is normal and 
healthy. 


Big Coast Guard base ir. Fintas planned 


KUWAIT'S Interior Ministry is 
planning to set up a big Coast 
Guard base in Fintasarea, accor- 
ding to Lt. Col. Ghazi AI Omar.’ 
director of the Coast Guard 
Department. 

The proposed base will have 
an airport and ramps for boats. 
They are also considering air 
surveillance over Kuwaiti waters 
and studies are being done by the 
coast guard and Defence Minis- 
try. he said. 

At present the Coast Guards 
have several floating bases, fully 
equipped for surveillance and 
rescue operations. These bases 
have helipads, radar equipment 
and weapons. 

Studies 

Preliminary studies to establ- 
ish the Fintas base were recently 
done in cooperation with the 
Ministries of Planning and 
Public Works. The requirements 
for the base were determined in 
cooperation with the Kuwait 
Navy. 

A! Omar said the ministry will 
spend “millions of dinars” to 
build marinas on various islands 
in Kuwaiti waters. The coast 
guards have comprehensive con- 
trol systems, well-trained per- 
sonnel and other facilities for 
maintenance. 

Protect 

The number of infiltrators has 
reduced in recent years due to the 
Gulf war and the internal situa- 
tion. “Close cooperation bet- 
ween those protecting the coasts 
is largely responsible Tor the drop 
in infiltration.” he said. 


Coast guards protect vita! sea 
installations, curb infiltration 
and smuggling, carry out rescue 
missions and search for missing 
ships and boats. 

Commenting on the forbidden 
ureas, he said the borders of such 
areas extended from. Ras AI 
Sabiya. to the north of Mesjan. to 
Ouha. near Ahmadi. People arc 
also banned from approaching 
oil installations and desalination 
and power plants. AI Omar said 
boat speeds must be limited to 
curb smuggling. “Smugglers are 
now using high-speed boats,” he 
said. 

Extensive training program- 
mes arc organised for Coast 
Guards. Last year 25 courses 
were held. About 25 trainees 


were sent to Egypt for navigation in radar at the Applied Education 
and marine engineering studies: Authority. Some 35 similarcour- 
22 others did a three -year course ses are planned this year.

write memoirs of the days when 
he was nothing but a humble 
bartender.

“Mental exhaustion is very 
tricky because you don't know 
how far you can push yourself 
before you go. At the end of the 
day. I get into my car and I'm 
shaking. It's weird." 

Fame 

But Bruce isn't complaining 
— all he ever wanted was fame. 
He adds: “However long it 
took, I always knew I'd be a 
star," remembering his days of 
endless auditions and mopping 
up split beer in a bar. 

“When a notice on the door 
said: ‘don’t call and don't come 
by’. I’d do it anyway. I'd just 
crash in the door and say: 
‘Look here I am. Now let me 
read for the part’." That’s more 
or less how he landed the part of 
the fast-Lalking smoothie in 
Moonlighting, after 3.000 
other actors had been turned 
down. 

He was in Los Angeles to 
audition for the role of Madon- 
na's boyfriend in Desperately 
Seeking Susan, which be didn't 
get. 

But when his agent told him 
it was the last day of casting for 
Moonlighting he went along. 

He recalls: “I had a pair of 
fatigue trousers, a heatup khaki 
shirt, three earrings in one ear 
and my hair was sticking 
straight, off my head,” he 
remembers. “I just said, ‘Hi, 
how are you? I’m Bruce Willis. 
Lets do it’.”

Soviets looking for a 
face-saving way out

MOSCOW. (UPI): Like Ame- 
rica in Vietnam, the Soviet 
Union appears to have finally 
exhausted its efforts to subdue 
Afghanistan and is looking only 
for a face-saving way to get its 
troops out. 

The Kremlin, which kept try- 
ing to win through diplomacy 
what it could not get in eight 
years on the battlefield, seems to 
have finally made the unpalata- 
ble decision that it must with- 
draw even if it means abandon- 
ing its Afghan followers. 

Soviet Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze returned 
Wednesday from two days of 
talks in Kabul with pro-Moscow 
President Najibuliah. calling for 
a Soviet withdrawal this year. 

Gone was the previous linkage 
to formation of a government 
that would remain after the 
troops withdraw — an omnibus 
sign for the Najibuliah regime 
that has survived only with the 
backing of an estimated 1 10,000 
Soviet troops. 

"it sounds like they're putting 
the squeeze on Najib." said a 
Western diplomat. He described 
Shevardnadze's message to the 
Afghan leader as. "whether you 
like it or not. we're getting out. So 
you better get your act together 
on national reconciliation." 

In wha l cou Id be i n lerpreted as 
a warning to Najibuliah not to 
stall. Shevardnadze' pointedly 
cautioned against letting 
"ideology" or "personal con- 
siderations" interfere with 
efforts to reach peace with the 
Mujahideen guerrillas. 

Moscow had already been 
spreading the story it was dissat- 
isfied with the Afghan leader for 
naming himself to the presidency 
as well as the leadership of the 
Peoples Democratic Party of 
Afghanistan. In recent weeks 
Soviet officials had acknowled- 
ged Najibuliah might not be part 
of s post- withdrawal govern- 
ment. 

In the view of Western 
analysts, Moscow is most anx- 
ious now for the U nited States to 
guarantee it will not embarrass 
the Soviet Union further as its 
troops leave after a futile eight- 
year struggle to cont rol a coun try 
of tribal warriors. 

Shevardnadze's visit to Kabul 
was part of a flurry of diplomatic 
activity in advance of the next 
round of the Geneva talks on 
Afghanistan scheduled for 
February. US Undersecretary of 
State Michael Armacost was in 
Islamabad for talks with Pakis- 
tani officials at the same lime. 

Diego Cordovcz. the UN 
mediator for the talks in Geneva, 
is to visit both Afghanistan and 
Pakistan this month. 

Although the Geneva talks 
officially involve Pakistan and 
Afghanistan. Washington and 
Moscow are the guiding forces in 
the background. US-Soviet con- 
tacts before the next Geneva ses- 
sion are possible. 


While the evidence of the 
Soviet change will come only 
with a withdrawal, a Western 
diplomat said Shevardnadze's 
comments displayed optimism 
both about the next session in 
Geneva and a face-saving 
agreement with Washington. 

After a war in which a quarter 
of the estimated 1 7 million Afgh- 
ans fled thecountry and uncoun- 
ted thousands were killed, the 
Soviet Union is no closer today 
to controlling Afghanistan than 
when their troops invaded by air 
and armored column in Decem- 
ber 1979. 

Almost immediately the 
barren country of mountains and 
deserts was predicted to become 
a Soviet Vietnam. Like the 
United States. Soviet soldiers 
won battles with massive fire- 
power but controlled practically 
nothing outside major urban 
centres. 

And like the United States, the 
Soviet Union was condemned 
around the world for a war that 
pitted a superpower against a 
Third World nation. Each fall, 
including I9S7, the United 
Nations 'passed a resolution 
demanding Soviet withdrawal. 

Similar 

The latest Soviet moves again 
are suggesting a parallel with 
Vietnam. Shevardnadze 
appeared to be leaning on the 
Kabul regime to make conces- 
sions that will ensure a long- 
enough peace to gel Soviet 
troops home - - a process similar 
to US efforts to convince its 
reluctant South Vietnamese 
allies to go along with a peace 
treaty allowing a US withdrawal. 

"The end resuk may be the 
same," commented a Western 
diplomat. “As the process gath- 
ers momentum, it may bring the 
whole structure crashing down.” 

The Soviet fears of a blood- 
bath of its adherents are proba- 
bly justified. I lisa sign of how far 
the Kremlin has retreated from 
its original goal of installing a 
dogmatic communist regime 
that it now' apparently is willing 
to see it happen. 

Shevardnadze noted the good 
relations Moscow had with 
previous Afghan regimes, 
including even the monarchy. 
Afghanistan, land-locked and 
one of the poorest nations on 
earth, had been dominated by the 
Soviet Union before the 1978 
coup installed a communist 
government and set off the 
rebellion. 

The Soviet foreign minister's 
message was that the Kremlin 
will be able to live with the gover- 
nment that emerges in Afghanis- 
tan after a withdrawal. 

Moscow would like to just 
turn the -clock back a decade. 
Like the ‘United States in Viet- 
nam. the Soviet Union would 
probably just prefer to forget 
i heir Afghanistan misadventure. 

"The last 1 0 years are going to 
have to be erased from the his- 
tory books.” said a European 
diplomat. 



White satirist 
mocks apartheid

JOHANNESBURG. (Reuter*: 
At one shocking moment during 
a show’ playing at a Johannes- 
burg theatre. a while man stamps 
savagely on u large black doll 
while a tape plays Frank Sinatra 
singing "1 gel a kick out of you.” 

Minutes later the audience 
erupts in hilarity as an actor does 
a wickedly accurate impersona- 
tion of South African President 
P. W. Botha, draped in a flag of 
the African National Congress, 
the guerrilla group fighting to 
overthrow while rule. 

The author and performer of 
both these sequences is a 42-year- 
old white South African 
playwright and actor. Pieter- 
Dirk Uvs. 

Uys has given himself what 
many regard as a daunting tusk 
- making South Africans laugh 
about themselves, their leaders 
and their most sensitive political 
and social institutions, including 
apartheid race segregation. 

South Africans are not renow - 
ned for their ability to poke fun at 
themselves, and tough ccumt- 
ship laws discourage artists from 
straying far from ihe 
ideologically straight uud 
narrow. 

Uys knows about censorship: 
five of his plays were banned in 
the 1970s. Bui a scries of satirical 
revues, most of them one-man 
shows, that he has written and 
performed since 1981 have 
escaped the censor's attentions. 


In an interview. Uys made 
clear that apartheid and the 
attitudes that underpin it arc his 
main target. 

"i am anti-apartheid but pro- 
South Africa. Racism is an inter- 
national disease and unfortnn- 
ately. like AIDS, there is no 
cure." he said. 

"1 try to keep a balance of 
per cent anger and 51 per cent 
comedy in my work," he added. 

Some might say that apartheid 
is not a fit subject for comedy, no 
matter how biting the humour is. 
Uysparries this argument by dis- 
armingly agreeing that what he 
does is indeed in bad taste. 

"You can't criticise apartheid 
in good taste.” he says. 

Uys* latest show was inspired 
by two recent movies about 
South Africa. One is about jailed 
black nationalist leader Nelson 
Mandela, and the second is "Cry 
Freedom” made by British direc- 
tor Sir Richard Attenborough 
about black leader Sieve Biko. 
who died in police custodv in 
1977. 

The name of the show. "Cry 
Freemandela - the movie" is an 
amalgam of the titles of the two 
films — but there ihe resem- 
blance ends. 

The "characters." played by 
Uys. include British Prime Mini- 
ster Margaret Thatcher and 
actress Joan Collins who "plays" 
Mandela's wife. Winnie. 

Reviews have been mixed, 
with critics saying the show has 
too much anger and not enough 
humour to be effective. 


Kuomintang leaders had big change of heart 


Taiwan loosens control

TAIPEI: Human rights lawyer 
Yao Chia-Wen emerged from 
prison January 1986afterserving 
seven years’ for criticising 
political repression by Taiwan's 
authoritarian regime. Today, 
Yao heads the island's largest 
opposition party, the first to 
challenge the absolute power of 
the Kuomintang (Nationalist 
Party, or KMT) since Geii. 
Chiang Kai-shek took over in 
1949. 

The dramatic turnabout in 
Yao's fortunes parallels the rise 
of his party, the Democratic 
Progressive Party fDPP). foun- 
ded with 1 ,000 members in Sep- 
tember 1986. in violation of a 
martial-law ban. The liny party 
took 25 per cent of the vote in 
parliamentary elections against 
the 2.3-million-strong KMT in 
December. 1986. despite light 
government restrictions on the 
DPP campaign. 

In July. President Chiang 
Chiang-Kuo met opposition 
demands to lift martial law, end- 
ing the threat of trial by military 
court for many opposition 
activities and freeing more 
political prisoners like Yao. 
Taiwan’s parliament, the Leg- 
islative Y uan. is expected to pass 
an amendment soon that will 
legalise opposition parlies for the 
first time in nearly 40 vears. 


Although this broad easing of 
political controls gives the DPP 
an unprecedented opportunity 
to contend with the KMT, it also 
intensifies the factionalism that 
has weakened the loosely 
grouped coalition since its for- 
mation. Divided, the opposition 
would have little chance of effec- 
tively breaking the KMT’s near 
monopoly of power. 

“The KMT leaders had a big 
change of heart.” according to 
Chang-Chun-Hong, one of the 
opposition's leading intellec- 
tuals. “Before, they believed a 
multi-party system would 
threaten their influence. Now 
they hope a lot of new parties will 
disperse the DPP's strength. So 
they aren’t going to restrict the 
formation of new parties. 

As newly elected chairman of 
the now 8.000-member DPP. 
Yao knows his party's success 
will depend on how well he can 
quell opposition infighting and 
prevent splits between the main 
factions that compose the DPP. 

"This is not a time to argue 
about our detailed policies,’' he 
said. “Taiwanese need a power- 
ful organisation to fight against 
the KMT. No one who concen- 
trates only on specific problems 
can survive." • 

One major force dividing the 
opposition stems from Taiwan's 
spectacular economic success of 
the 1970s and ‘80s. Prosperity 


has spurred the development of 
an increasingly complex and 
pluralistic society. Led by a well- 
educated middle class that now 
constitutes more' than half the 
island's population, the 19.7 
million people of Taiwan are 
seeking political representation 
to match tbeir diverse interests. 

Faced with the more varied 
voter profile, Yao favours a 
untied front strategy, which 
attempts to aLtracL the broadest 
possible spectrum of supporters 
with a genera] pro-democracy, 
anti-government platform. 
Other DPP leaders, however, are 
increasingly targeting specific, 
constituencies. 

In a blow to DPP’s efforts to- 
maintain solidarity, one of its 13 
members with seals on Taiwan's 
315-member parliament left the 
DPP last month to help lead a 
new labour party. The party, for- 
med in November by a group of 
leftist intellectuals and labour 
organisers, seeks to win support 
from Taiwan’s more than five 
million workers. A goal of the 
new 300-member parly is to 
expand the power of labour 
unions in Taiwan, where aboui 
1 8 per cent of workers are union- 
ised, government statistics say. 

In addition, a Small group of 
DPP activists has hinted that it 
may form a parly modelled after 
West Germany's Greens.

TORONTO, f AP): Throughout 
their history. Canadians have 
feared domination by the econ- 
omy and culture of the United 
States — dubbed by some "the 
Yankee trader." Now, following 
a sweeping free-trade agreement 
by the two nations, there is ren- 
ewed debate in Canada about 
how to stay friends with Washin- 
gton while maintaining the 
nation's own culture and iden- 
tity. 

Living next to the United 
Slates is like sleeping with an 
elephant, former Canadian 
Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau 
once said, and “no matter how 
friendly arid even-tempered is the 
beast, one is affected by every 
twitch and grunt.” 

Win-win

and Canada disagrees with 


Brian Mulroney began his 
administration in 1984 by seek- 
ing closer relations with US 
President Ronald Reagan, a 
fellow conservative. Both hail 
the trade deal signed Saturday as 
a win-win proposition with pros- 
perity for all. Big business gen- 
erally agrees. 

The treaty governing the 
world's largest trading partner- 
ship would abolish all tariffs 
within 10 years and lower other 
barriers to investment and com- 
merce. Estimates say it will be 
S6.000 cheaper for a Canadian to 
furnish a new home, while 
Americans will gain secure access 
to vast energy resources. 

Opposition 

But the accord must survive 
determined opposition in Can- 
ada, and ratification hurdles in a 
protectionist US Congress 
before its scheduled implementa- 
tion Jan 1 , 1 989. 

Three of Canada's 10 provin- 
ces. Labour leaders and many 
cultural luminaries want protec- 
tive subsidies left in place and 


socialist New Democratic Parly, 
accused Mulroney of "Volun- 
teering Canada to be the 51st 
slate” and said the border could 
disappear within 25 years. Main 
opposition Liberal Parly leader 
John T umer said: "We intend to 
fight it every inch of the way." 

Author Margaret Atwood 
wants Mulroney to call an elec- 
tion before the pact is sent to 
Parliament for ratification. 

“If what we want is to not be 
Canada anymore, let's put that 
right out on the ballot.” she said.

Terrorism declining

WASHINGTON: For the last 
two years, international terror- 
ism has declined, says L. Paul 
Bremmer HI, the United States 
ambassador at large for counter- 
terrorism. 

This reflects an increasingly 
solid counterterrorism network 
among concerned countries. 
Bremmer says, and a growing 
consensus that terrorists should 
be treated as criminals, not 
political activists. 

He calculated that incidents of 
international terrorism (as dis- 
tinguished from terrorism 
carried out by domestic groups in 
their country) declined about six 
per cent in 1986 and have so far 
dropped about the same amount 
this year. This stands in sharp 
contrast with the 20 to 30 percent 
annual increases in the early 
1 980s. be says. 

Despite this cautious 
optimism, Bremmer says the war 
is far from won. The Dec 27 
terrorist attack on US 
servicemen in Barcelona, in 
which a US sailor was killed, 
demonstrates the continuing 
threat. 

Hostage taking remains a par- 
ticularly troublesome and effec- 
tive form of terrorism, he says. 
The pressures on governments to 
make deals creates divisions in 
the international front against 
terrorists. Bremmer says, and 
may be making it more difficult 
for the US to gel its eight hos- 
tages out of Lebanon. 

Support 

Some stales, such as Iran, also 
continue to support and use 
terrorism despite international 
pressures to desist, Bremmer 
says. Thus, closer and better 
international cooperation is 
needed, but the trends are in the 
right direction, he adds. 

Western publics just got fed up 
with terrorism, Bremmer argues, 
and started demanding that their 
governments develop effective 
counterstralegies. 

“We are now beginning to see 
the benefits." he says. One exam- 
ple is air safety. Twenty years 
ago, Bremmer says, there were 1 5 
to 20 international hijackings a 
year; there were two each in 1 986 
and '87. 

This reflects international 


Organisation ordered all airlines 
to institute checks to ensure that 
all luggage is matched to passen- 
gers before takeofT. 

More generally, the degree of 
police and intelligence coopera- 
tion among countries has multi- 
plied, Bremmer says. Rather 
than seeking to cut deals, coun- 
tries are now saying. "Let the 
cops do their jobs,” he adds. 

Cooperation in Europe has 
improved markedly in the last 
two years, he says, with the 
traditionally reluctant French 
acting as a motor force. The 
result has been a sharp drop in 
terrorist actions in Europe and 
the crippling of many terrorist 
groups. 

Tough 

Similarly, governments have 
begun to make the tough 
decisions needed to bring terror- 
ists to justice, with new laws and 
successful trials, Bremmer says. 
Britain, Italy. West Germany, 
France, and others have convic- 
ted terrorists with stiff sentences. 

The one area of real concern. 
Bremmer says, is hostage taking. 
In recent months, four foreign 
hostages have been freed in 
Lebanon. Western intelligence 
sources say more than SI million 
each was paid for a West German 
and for a Korean. Two French 
hostages were released in what 
appears to be part of a deal with 
Iran. 

Bremmer declines to comment 
directly on the ransom reports, 
but he says “the impression is 
around that hostages are being 
ransomed in one way or another, 
not necessarily with money but 
with some kind of promises or 
whatever ... If hostage holders, 
particularly the people holding 
the eight American hostages, get 
the impression that government 
will be willing to make conces- 
sions to get their citizens out. that 
will only prolong the agony of 
the Americans held hostage. It 
will only make it more difficult 
for our government to get our 
hostages out." 

Hostage situations are among 
the most difficult for govern- 
ments to handle, Bremmer says, 
because of the immense human- 
itarian and political pressure to 
free citizens. But the best way to 
win their freedom and prevent 
more hostage taking, Bremmer 
= argues, »s through a ll solid front” « 


US government’s message to 
hostage holders is that “they can- 
not achieve their objectives by 
taking Americans hoslage ... 
They’re not going to get Lheir 
way,” Bremmer says. The 
administration learned a; lesson 
in wrongly trying to sell arms to 
Iran, he says; firmness has to be 
the policy. 

Bremmer argues that the US 
has to use the full range of tools 
available to fight terrorism. This 
includes quiet diplomacy.! public 
statements and accords, covert 
action, and overt military action, 
as in the 1986 attack on Libya. 

The threat of escalation adds 
to the efficacy of 1 more quiet' 
methods, other counterterrorism 
officials say. They note, that the 
US has bad significant success in 
closing down operations of 
several terrorist groups, includ- 
ingthe one headed by Palestinian 
renegade Abu Nidal (the nom de 
guerre of Sabri Banna), with 
quiet diplomacy. The US 
approaches a country with infor- 
mation about an activity or 
individual and says: ‘‘We are 
concerned about this terrorist- 
related activity that your go vern- 
al ent may not be aware of.” In 
most cases, officials say. the 
government concerned has reac- 
ted constructively. 

US counterterrorism strategy 
is succeeding, Bremmer con- 
cludes, but success depends on 
credible firmness by the US and 
other governments in bringing 
terrorists to trial, not ceding to 
their demands, and pressuringall 
states to stop supporting terror- 
ism. 

One of the central elements of 
anti- terrorism policy is applying 
pressure lo slates that support 
terrorism, says Bremmer. 

Dangerous 

State-supported terrorists are 
more dangerous than those 
operating independently, 
because the official aid they 
receive makes them harder to 
track, often better supplied, and 
provides a place of refuge, he 
says. The striking external 
enemies and internal dissidents, 
he adds. 

Ayatollah Khomeini's regime 
has used terrorism against its 
perceived enemies ever since it 
came to power. Though Iran has 
chosen not to use terrorism

Libya manoeuvres its way out of isolation

RABAT. (Reuter): Recent 
Libyan diplomatic successes in 
North Africa have set alarm bells 
ringing in Washington, which is 
unhappy at seeing Moamma:

The US raid followed the bom- 
bing of a West Berlin discoth- 
eque frequented by American 
servicemen, an attack for which 
Washington held Libya respon- 
sible. 


The Reagan administration 
has since successfully kept Khad- 
dafi on the political sidelines. At 
last November's summit of Arab 
nations in Amman, Libya found 
itself isolated on nearly every 
issue. 

But Khaddafi lias fought back 
by trying to forge a new set of 
regional alliances in North 
Africa.

Stability vital to regain market confidence 



WASHINGTON, Jan 11, 
(Reuter): Japan’s Prime Minister 
Nohoru Takeshita arrives 
tomorrow for critical talks with 
President Reagan on tense US- 
Japanese trade relations and the 
need for stable currency 
exchange rates. 

US and Japanese officials say 
the two sides generally agree on 
ways to avoid sharp fluctuations 
in the yen-dollar link but remain 
far apart on many trade issues.

New forecast gloomier 


World economy ‘precarious in 1988’ 


UNITED NATIONS. Jan 11. 
(UP1): The UN world economic 
forecast for 19SS said today the 
October Wall Street crash cons- 
pired with long-standing weak- 
nesses to make the outlook at 
best “precariously unstable" 
with the risk of serious global 
recession. 

The report, prepared by the 
division for economic and social 
information at UN headquarters 
and issued by Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar, said 
“there is a risk of serious reces- 
sion in the world economy with 
the adverse consequences which 
this entails." 

Sluggish 

Predicting generally lower and 
sluggish growth rates of output 
and trade, the report said, “the 
international financial system 
will remain precariously unsta- 


ble and the risk to both that sys- 
tem and the global economy will 
.be high.” 

It warned that "the danger 
that a new shock would cause a 
widespread recession in the 
industrial world will be ever 
present in the months ahead." 

Thereportsaid iheOct 1 9 Wall 
Street crash “was superimposed 
on — and, indeed, prompted by 
— some long-standing and 
unresolved global economic 
problems." 

Among these it listed widening 
trade imbalances between Japan, 
West Germany and the United 
States “together with rapidly 
changing interest and foreign 
exchange rates." 

What the report called the 
Wall Street ‘shock*, quickly 
assumed global proportions and 
“that crisis also highlighted the 


obstacles to the implementation 
of concerted policies for the man- 
agement of the world economy." 

Sovereign 

“In a world of sovereign but 
interdependent nation states, 
governments musL act in order to 
ensure greater financial and 
monetary stability, but progress 
in that direction is slow,” it said. 

One of the dilemmas govern- 
ments face in 1988 is that “they 
must tackle the imbalances of the 
world economy but without 
deflationary steps that might 
bring on a world recession and 
without excessive demand 
expansion that could rekindle 
inflation," the report said. 

While “sound management of 
economies everywhere is more 
critical than ever" it urged inter- 
national cooperation in order to 
“restore a climate of greater 


predictability of exchange rates 
and interesl rates.” 

It further demanded joint 
action to “decompress and grap- 
ple resolutely with the debt 
problem which exerts a 
deflationary drag on the world 
economy, and resume a substan- 
tial net inflow of resources to the 
developing countries." 

Exception 

The report predicted only a 2 
per cent growth rale for the econ- 
omies of the industrialised 
nations in 1 988 and 3 per cent for 
the developing world. The only 
exception would be China, where 
the robust 10 per cent rate of 
growth in 1987 is expected to 
slow to 8 percent this year. 

International trade will grow 
at a “sluggish" 3 per cent in 1988, 
thereportsaid.

He added his visit was desig- 
ned to expand economic 
cooperation under an agreement 
reached last year following the 
first meeting of the Algerian- 
Iranian joint economic commis- 
ison.

BP bounces back from market 
crash to pursue aggressive drive 


LONDON, Jan 11, (Reuter): 
Britain's biggest company, oil 
giant British Petroleum Co. PLC 
(BP), has bounced back from the 
world stock market crash to pur- 
sue an aggressive expansion. 

Oil analysts say it is a tribute to 
BP's toughness that it quickly 
recovered from a flopped share 
issue in October — tne biggest 
notation failure ever — to make 
a recent bid for another oil com- 
pany, Briloil PLC. 

The global giant, which has 
overcome troubles many limes in 
its 86-year history, has glided 
through three turbulent months 
that have also seen Kuwait build 
a sizeable stake in it. 

“BP's turning out to be a very 
aggressive and active company,” 
said Michael Unsworth, chief oil 
analyst with brokers Smith New 
Court. “They are willing to make 
opportunities happen and struc- 


turally are very strong." 

BP, one of the "seven sisters”, 
the multinationals which con- 
trolled world oil before Opec’s 
rise in the 1970s, trails only 
Exxon of the United States and 
the Anglo-Dutch Shell Group in 
size. It is one Europe’s top five 
companies in terms of capitalisa- 
tion. 

Many industiy analysis had 
wondered whether its acquisi- 
tion strategy, which included the 
purchase of the US Standard OU 
Co. last spring, would slow when 
the stock market collapsed. 

The crash kepi investors away 
from a £7.2 billion (S13 billion) 
issue of new BP stock and sale a 
government slake in the com- 
pany of 31.5 per cent, a flotation 
made to restructure its capital 
after the standard takeover and 
increase its financial muscle. 

To help small investors and 


underwriters, who were left with 
most of the shares, the govern- 
ment agreed to buy back at 70 
pence ($1.25) new shares for 
which investors had paid a £1 .20 
($2. 1 5) deposit. 

But the rescue plan ended on 
January 6 with only a modest 
uptake reported by the Bank of 
England. 

Those to have decided to hold 
on to BP slock included the 
Kuwait Investment Office 
(KIO), which invests the Gulf 
stale's petrodollars and has built 
a stake of almost 20 per cent of

Analysts believe its actions 
made BP executives nervous, 
partly because of the chance it 
could sell its stake to an unwel- 
come parly although many 
experts doubt if rivals Exxon or 
Shell would bite because of Brit- 
ish and US monopoly laws. 


Soviet collective farm 
rufes liberalised 
under new draft 


China turns foreign investor 


BEIJING, Jan 1 1, (Reuter): For 
the first time in its history Com- 
munist China is becoming a 
serious foreign investor. 

The channel tunnel to be built 
between Britain and France is 
among projects to have attracted 
Chinese capital. 

Others include a Bahamas 
tourist resort, office blocks in the 
United States and an aluminium 
smelter in Australia. 

Involved 

Since 1979. when China 
opened the door to the outside 
world, foreign money has poured 
in. Buiilisnowclcar that, despite 
a backward economy at home. 


the capital flow is no longer one 
way. 

Back in 1979, China was 
involved in only four non-trade 
projects abroad with a total 
investment of $1.21 million, says 
the People's Daily. 

Now there are more than 300, 
with total investment exceeding 
$500 million. And the scope has 
widened from projects simply to 
make goods that China wanted 
to buy to investment for profit 
and prestige. 

It is a dramatic change from 
the first 30 years of Communist 
China, when Chairman Mao 
Tse-Tung stressed self-suf- 


ficiency. And Beijing must tread 
carefully to avoid offending har- 
dliners who ask why it should 
invest abroad money badly 
needed aL home. 

Bering's investment pioneer is 
the China State Construction 
Engineering Corporation, one of 
the largest contractors in the 
world with 25 offices overseas. 

It is developing a 520-room 
hotel in Toronto, houses and 
offices in Florida and California 
and a resort, including a casino, 
in Bimini in the Bahamas. 

Construction work and export 
of labour, both skilled and unsk- 
illed, have become big business. 


MOSCOW, Jan U, (Reuter): 
The Soviet Union has drafted 
new collective farm statutes giv- 
ing agricultural workers greater 
scope for private initiative and 
allowing farms to set up direct 
trade links with the West. 

The draft rules, published 
today in the newspaper Sovetsk - 
aya Rossi ya. are expected to be 
discussed at a countrywide con- 
gress of collective farmers prov- 
isionally scheduled for March, 
analysts said. 

Reform 

They said the statutes reflected 
Kremlin leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev’s calls for reform to boost 
agricultural output by creating 
greater incentives for workers on 
collective farms. 

• “the kolkhoz (collective farm) 
is a school of communism for Lhe 
peusamry." the draft stated in a 
preface. 

It made clear there were was no 
intention to weaken the collec- 
tive farm system which Josef 
Stalin forcibly created in the 
early 1 930s at a cost estimated by 
Western historians at millions of 
lives. But it restated the principle 
that membership in a kolkhoz 
was voluntary. 

The rules say kolkhoz workers 
may use the collective’s farm 
machinery and pastures for gar- 
dening on private plots and 
private livestock breeding. 
Previously families were expec- 
ted to use their own equipment 
for gardening on private plots. 


Major nations must act to liberalise trade 


JAKARTA, Jan ?i. (ft enter): 
World markets and business- 
men. worried by the risk of reces- 
sion, need a clear signal from 
major trading nations that they 
are committed to reducing trade 
barriers, the chairman of a trade 
study group said today. 

Nam Duck-Woo. a former 
South Korean premier who 
chaired a meeting of Asia-Pacific 
countries on Bali over the week- 
end. said in a report on the con- 
ference that world trade mini- 
sters have a crucial role to play in 
guiding the international econ- 
omy out of its present crisis. 

Instability 

“Slock market developments 
and continuing exchange rale 
instability reveal a lack of con- 
fidence in financial markets 
about Lhe ability of governments 
to regain control over public fin- 
ance and trade policy . . he 
said in the report released at a 
press conference in Jakarta. 

Trade chiefs from the United 


Stales, Japan, and the European 
Economic Community, as well 
as ministers or senior officials 
from China, South Korea. Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, Canada 
and South-East Asia attended 
the conference designed to dis- 
cuss areas for early agreement 
within the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade (GATT). 

The informal conference did 
not list conclusions, but the 
chairman issued his personal 
report, which emphasised Lhe 
need for concrete action under 
GATT to liberalise trade and 
reduce protectionism so as to 
avoid a 1930s-style recession. 

"Participants agreed that 
while trade policy cannot be a 
panacea for what ails the world 
economy, a further slide into 
protectionism could make it very 
difficult to turn the situation 
around through macro-econ- 
omic policies alone." Nam. who 
is current chairman or the South 
Korean Foreign Trade Associa- 


tion, said. 

“Since the stock market crash 
last October, which instantly pul 
people in mind of what happened 
after the stock market crash of 
1 929. it has become more impor- 
tant than ever for the private 
sector to perceive not only that 
governments are coping effec- 
tively wiih protectionist pres- 
sures, but that the Uruguay 
round negotiations are going to 
yield worthwhile results in terms 
of more open markets and better 
adherence to GATT rules,” he 
stated. 

“Without an early signal of a 
political commitment and will to 
get to grips with protectionism, I 
believe that the business com- 
munity will despair of the ability 
of GATT member countries ever 
to achieve more than gold words 
and good intentions," he added. 

Under the present Uruguay 
round of trade negotiations more 
than lOOcountricvarcdiscussing 
reducing trade barriers and 


liberalising trade in 14 
categories, including agriculture, 
manufactured goods and service 
industries. 

The round started in 1986 and 
will continue until 1990. but 
many states are pressing for early 
agreement by the end of this year 
for some items. 

Danger 

Nam said there was a danger 
that forthcoming presidential 
elections in France and the 
United States could be seen as a 
reason for delaying agreement, 
but this would not be warranted. 
“The issues will not change with 
new administrations. And they 
are loo serious for any temporis- 
ing to be tolerated.'’ 

Conference organisers said 
delegates identified strengthen- 
ing of the GATT system, tropical 
products and agriculture as areas 
lor possible early agreement, 
although reduction of subsidies 
for farm products remains highly 
controversial. 


The draft formally authorises 
use of the ‘family-contract’ sys- 
tem which allows families to sub- 
contract work from farm man- 
agers with their income tied to 
results. 

Rules 

In a speech last June, Gorba- 
chev called for extension of the 
family- and team-contract sys- 
tems, saying they had proved 
highly efficient and material 
rewards were high, and said 
greater use should be made of 
private plots. 

The draft rules give collective 
farms the right to establish trade 
links with agricultural 
cooperatives in East bloc coun- 
tries and with firms in the West 
and developing world. 

"Kolkhozes bear full respon- 
sibility for their foreign econ- 
omic links," the draft says mak- 
ing clear the state did not intend 
to bail out loss-making trade 
ventures. 

The farms have also been given 
the right to set up food process- 
ing plants on their premises and 
to make and sell building 
materials and consumer goods to 
firms once they have fulfilled 
their commitments to the staLe. 

The rules say kolkhozes have 
sole responsibility for use of their 
income and draft their own one- 
and five-year plans for farm, 
production. Although this was 
theoretically true in the past, in 
practice output targets were 
determined by the state. 

French state 
firms sell-off 
brings $11. 5b 
in 1987 

PARIS. Jan II. (Reuter): The 
French state received 66.7 billion 
francs (SI 1.5 billion) from its 
privatisation sales of stale firms 
to shareholders last year. 5.3 
billion francs (S9I4 million) 
more than expected, the Finance 
Ministry said yesterday. 

This brought to 70.8 billion 
francs {12.2 billion) the total 
amount transferred to govern- 
ment colTers under the privatisa- 
tion programme begun by Prime 
Minister Jacques Chirac's con- 
servative government in late 
1986. 

Finance minister Edouard 
Balladur has said lhe ambitious 
scheme, abruptly interrupted by 
the world stock market crash in 
October, could be resumed on a 
small scale if market conditions 
permitted. 


Hungary to free most 
prices from April 

BUDAPEST. Jan 1 1 , (Reuter): Tbe Hungarian government will 
relinquish control of most consumer prices at the end of March, 
the official news agency MTI said today. “Central authorities 
will continue to keep a tab on price changes only up to March 31, 
after which date free prices will be introduced with the exception 
of staples and some public services. 1 ” it said. Tbe move is the latest 
of many market-oriented measures to be introduced by Hungary, 
an Eastern European pathfinder in economic reform. In its new 
Econews Service inaugurated today, MTI gave details of sweep- 
ing price increases this month, part of a government programme 
that also abolishes subsidies mid introduces Eastern Europe's 
first Value Added Tax ( VAT). As of January I. the price of 53 per 
cent of all goods and services rose by an average of 1 6.2 per cent. 
Tbe prices of 39 per cent of goods were unchanged, while (hose of 
eight per cent fell by an average of 10.9 per cent. The gov eminent 
expects retail prices to rise by around 15 per cent this year, up 
from around nine per cent in 1 987 and the highest rare since the 
early 1950s. MTI said tbe new taxation should boost state budget 
income to 673.5 billion forints (now SI4.2 billion) this year from 
606.9 billion forints (S12JR billion) in 1987. Taxes on company 
earnings will fall by between 14 and 34 per cent, while taxes on 
products will rise by between 24 to 36 per cent. The net profits of 
companies should vise to 5.7 per cent this year from 5.4 per cent in 
1988. The government expects tbe new policy to curb consump- 
tion. releasing resources to boost exports and cut debts. 

Stock exchange chief hopes 
Black Monday won’t recur 

WASHINGTON, Jan U.(AP): The New York Stock Exchange 
chairman said yesterday there are no guarantees that October's 
Black Monday won't recur in the wake of Friday's market plunge, 
and he hopes institutional investors have learned their lessons. 
Tbe large sales by a small number of institutional investors 
contributed to tbe 5(HI-point meltdown on Oct 19, according to a 
presidential panel report. “Of course there is no guarantee," 
exchange chairman John Phelan said on NBC-TV’s ‘‘Meet tbe 
Press" interview programme. “But I would hope that those people 
who were active in this market and using those mechanisms in the 
w eekend of Oct 1 9 have learned sometMag about not only how to 
protect themselves, but also their responsibilities to the market, 
and their responsibilities to 180 million Americans, who either 
directly or indirectly invested in that market. “And so I would 
hope that those lessons were learned and we would not have 
another repeat of the October 19th event," be said. Tbe market 
dropped a record 108-35 points on Oct 16, falling more than 100 
points for the first time. Three days later, when buyers and seller 
returned to work today, stocks plummeted more than 500 points 
in a plunge that rivalled the great crash of 1929. About two weeks 
later. President Ronald Reagan appointed a task force, headed by 
former Sen. Nicholas Brady, to study the crash. The five-member 
Task Force oa market mechanisms recommended Friday that one 
agency, preferably the Federal Reserve Board, coordinate the 
nation's financial markets. The panel also called for coordination 
of “circuit-breaker mechanisms" when the stock market in New 
York and the futures Market in Chicago get overheated. 

Iranian team in Tokyo 
for energy talks 

TOKYO, Jan 11, (Opecna): Iran's Deputy Petroleum Minister 
Hossein Kazempour ArdabQli arrived here today at the head of a 
delegation for unofficial talks with Japanese government and oil 
company officials on the purchase of Iranian oiL The visit follows 
reports that some Japanese companies would cut their imports of 
Iranian o0 on instructions from the Japanese Ministry of Trade 
and Industry. Tbe Iranian National News Agency; IRNA, repor- 
ted today that the Japanese ministry had dismissed reports that 
323 per cent of Iranian oil exports to Iran would be cut this year. 
Last week, Iranian Mimster of Petroleum Ghokunreza Agh- 
azadeh said in Tehran that be had received no formal notice from 
tbe Japanese side that imports of Iranian oil would be reduced. 
IRNA added that earlier the ministry had advised Japanese 
companies to cut oil purchases from Iran “in response to US 
pressures on Japan for joining Washington-led sanctions against 
Iran." ArdabiUi, IRNA said, would try to convince Japanese 
companies that they should continue to import tbe same volume or 
oil from Iran as in the past. 

China discusses law, giving 
factories more freedom 

BEIJING, Jan 11, (AP): China's top legislative body began 
today discussing a draft law on separating ownership and man- 
agement of state-owned businesses, a key goal in the nation’s 
economic reforms. The official media said the 130-member 
Standing Committee of tbe National People's Congress, China's 
parliament, opened a 10-day session by deliberating on the crucial 
industrial enterprise law. 

Tbe Xinhua news agency said the body decided to make public 
the full text of the draft law to solicit opinions from local 
congresses officials and experts. The Standing Committee is 
meeting for the last time before the N PC holds its annual plenary 
session in March. The enterprise law, which won a tbe endor- 
sement of the Communist Party politburo last week, is expected 
to be passed atthe NPC session. China began experimenting with 
separation of ownership and management several years ago, and 
now about 5.000, or two-thirds, of all large and medium-size state 
enterprises operate under some form of director responsibility 
system. Under the system, tbe factory's party secretary is to stick 
to party affairs and not interfere with the running of tbe factory. 

The manager is given authority over die planning, finances and 
personnel and is responsible for profits and losses. Although 
generally regarded as successful, separation of powers in 
numerous instances has run into difficulties because managers 
have lacked a legal basis on which to defend their new powers. 

New oil finds 'vital’ 

JAKARTA , Jan 11, (Opecna): Indonesian Minister of Mines 
and Energy Dr Subroto has said here that oil well production 
levels in Indonesia were generally low, so it was necessary to make 
new discoveries. According to the minister, with the currently 
available technology, the output of the existing wells could only be 
increased by about 25 per cent. By applying enhanced recovery 
technologies, indnding "steam technology' as conducted by Cal- 
tex, the largest oil producing contractor in Indonesia, the output 
levels could be increased by 30 per cent. But the production cost 
could come up by as high as 50 to 75 percent, he added. 

He said that to attract foreign companies in oil exploration and 
development programmes in Indonesia, the government had 
taken a number of measures, including simplification of 
procedures and automatic extension of production-sharing con- 
tracts which were about to be terminated. 

Contracts however would be extended on the basis of an 
investment cost plan and the past performance of tbe contractors, 
he added. 

Commercial potential had been defined in order to ascertain 
the exact volume of profit from each well, he said. 

On the development of prices on the international oil market, 
he said rhat if all Opec members abided by the agreement reached 
in Vienna last month, the official reference pike of $ 1 8 a barrel as 
set by the Organisation could be realised.

DEALERS SAID THEY WERE SURPRISED AT THE FIRMNESS OF THE NEW 
YORK MARKET'S OPENING AFTER LAST FRIDAY'S 6.8 PCT DECLINE. THE 
POSITIVE START LED TO THE MARKET HERE REACHING ITS HIGH POINT OF 
THE DAY WITH THE INDEX STANDING AT 1,763.6 AT 1441 GHT.

CHICAGO. Jan 1 1. ( Reuter): A 
federal court today ordered 
Amoco Corp to pay S85.2 
million, or about 475.4 million 
French francs, to fishermen, 
hotel owners and oLher French 
interests hit by the 1978 oil spill 
from the supertanker Amoco 
Cadiz off the Brittany coast. 

The figure was far less than the 
French interests had demanded. 
Their claims had totalled SI. 6 
billion according to a lawyer for 
Amoco. 

Judge Frank McGarr of the 
US district court said, however, 
he felt the settlement was equita- 
ble because ii was more than 
Amoco agreed it was liable for 
and less than the French parlies 
had sought. 

tycGarr said he could not 
allow compensation for such 
things as ‘lost enjoyment’ and 
damage to the image’ of the Brit- 
tany tourist region. 

Amoco hud said before the 
450-pagc judgment was released 
that it planned to appeal 
whatever the ward was. making it 
likely that a final delermi nation 
in the case may still be years 
away. 

The Amoco Cadiz fondered 
during a fierce channel storm on 
March 17, 197X, and ran around 
two miles (three km )off the Brit- 
tany coast, spilling 223.00 tonnes 


of crude oil. 

The accident, called the largest 
marine oil spill ever to reach 
land, coated beaches, hurt the 
tourist trade and resulted in 
heavy clean-up costs for the 
French government. 

Chicago-based Amoco sei up 
a fund to pay for damages after 
the accident and has said some of 
the costs may be covered by 
insurance. A board of inquiry 
after ihe accident ruled that the 
vessel had a defective steering 
mechanism. 

McGarr said much of the 
evidence presented was hearsay 
and could not be considered. In 
addition, he said some of the 
French claims were ’’seriously 
and greately exaggerated.’’ 

He said the French may have 
asked for “three or four or five 
times" what they really expected 
to get. 

“The judgment is much more 
than Amoco conceded it was lia- 
ble for and much less than the 
pkiintifis sought. . .perhaps it is 
equitable.” the judge said. 

Frank Cicero, the lawyer who 
represented Amoco at the leng- 
thy trial, which began in April 
1986. said he would appeal both 
the damage award and an earlier 
ruling from ihcsnmejudgc * hieh 
held that Amoco was liable for 
the spill.

Reagan 
plays down 
importance 
of trade 
deficit 

CLEVELAND. Ohio. Jan M, 
(Reuter): President Reagan 
today played down the impor- 
tance of the US trade deficit, 
which has been cited by many 
economists as a leading cause of 
stock market jitters and the sag- 
ging dollar. 

Speaking just four days before 
new trade figures were to be 
released, Reagan said trade 
deficits and inflows of foreign 
capital were “not necessarily a 
sign of economy’s weakness.” 

In a speech to the City Club of 
Cleveland, Reagan suggested 
that the US-shortfall in trade 
with most of its major trading 
partners reflected movement 
toward a new world economy 
offering“seemingly limitless 
horizon’s" to the United Stales. 

Historically, fast growing 
economies often run deficits in 
the trade of goods and services, 
experiencing net capital invest- 
ment from abroad. This predic- 
table, and up-lo-u-point desira- 
ble process has been accentuated 
by slow growth in parts of 
Europe and the need for debt- 
ridden Third World nations to 
generate trade surpluses to 
service their debt,’’ he said. 

While Reagan gave no indica- 
tion of what Friday’s trade 
figures would show, he said the 
US trade imbalance would be 
reduced over time and in fact, we 
are beginning to see this happen.

No plan to go on 
election-year 
spending spree, 
says Feldt 

STOCKHOLM. Jan IUUPI): 
Swedish Finance Minister Kjell- 
Olof Feldt today presented a 
tight budget proposal, saying he 
refused to go on an election-year 
spending spree in the face of an 
unruly domestic labour market 
and an uncertain world econ- 
omy.

Urging labour unions to be 
moderate in the ongoing wage 
talks, the Social Democratic fin- 
ance minister said high wage 
increases would backfire by 
damaging the economy and in 
the long run produce unem- 
ployment and lower real wages.

PLC said today that sales of its 
luxury cars rose 14 per cent in 
1987 from the year before and 
said it is pressing ahead with 
plans to boost production by 17 
per cent in the current year. 

The decision to boost 1988 
production to 56.000 cars from 

48.000 last year was taken des- 
pite a downturn in US sales. 

Jaguar sold 22.919 cars in the 
United States in 1 987. down 6 per 
cent from 24.464 cars the year 
before. 

Jaguar said sales declined in 
ihe United Slates because the 
new XJ6 model wasn’t 
introduced until mid-year. 

In Europe, where the new 
model was introduced at the start 
of the year, sales rose strongly. 

British sales rose 46 per cent to 
1 1 . 102 cars, while on the contin- 
ent. sales rose 51 per cem to 
6.550. 

Worldwide. Jaguar sold 
46.612 cars compared with 
40.971 in 1986. 

There were particularly strong 
gains in Italy. France. Canada 
and Japan, the company said. 

The company expects to sell 

26.000 cars in the United States 
in I98S, 13 per cent mere than 
last year, said a Jaguar official, 
who wasn't identified in accor- 
dance with British practice. 

The company was encouraged 
by December’s sales, which at 
2.848 cars were the second high- 
est monthly figures ever recorded 
in the United Slates and were up 
6 per cent from the same month a 
year ago. the official said.

Markets keep their nerve, Wall Street erratic 


LONDON. Jan 11. (Reuter): 
European foreign exchanges and 
' share markets held their nerve 
today afternoon as Wall Street 
. moved erratically in early trad- 
ing. 

But the mood was jittery with 
many players waiting on the 
sidelines for some clearer direc- 
tion from the influential US 
market which opened mixed, 
rallied, headed lower and then 
rallied again in the first 90 min- 
utes of trading. 

Up-and-down 

“New York’s sharp up-and 
down moves are keeping people 
out of the market. It’s very 
nervous." said one London 
dealer. 

The dollar eased slightly after 
US shares weakened, but it 
stayed above the morning lows 
, which it had touched before 
several central banks bought 
1 dollars to halt its slide. 

Dealers in New York said the 
US Federal Reserve had entered 
the foreign exchange market in 


early American trading to buy 
dollars for marks. Earlier, 
European dealers said the Swiss. 
West German, Italian and Brit- 
ish central banks had also 
intervened after Bank of Japan 
buying in Asia's trading time. 

As the dollar weakened, the 
gold price rose. But il was fixed in 
London this afternoon off its 
highs at S483.90 an ounce after 
closing on Friday at $482.25. 

"The intervention has taken 
the speculation out of the 
market.'* one dealer for a US- 
based bank said. He added that 
without central bank help the 
dollar would be dropping. “Ail 
fundamentals look distinctly bad 
for the dollar." he added. 

Subdued 

Dealers said trading was Likely 
to remain subdued until the 
release of US trade figures for 
November on Friday. 

In late afternoon, in Europe 
the dollar was trading at 1 .6347 
West German marks and 128 
Japanese yen after closing in 


London on Friday at 1.65 and 
129.05. It had finished earlier in 
Tokvo at 1 .6429 marks and 
128.50 yen. 

Europe’s markets, still haun- 
ted by memories of ’Black Mon- 
day* in October, were having 
their first trading session since a 
140-point Wall Street plunge on 
Friday. Superstitious investors 
noted this was the 13th week 
after the crash of 87. 

Lower 

Bui the dollar held its ground 
at lower levels and European 
share prices moved in a narrow 
range after the news that the US 
market was moving erratically. 

An hour and a half after it 
opened, the Dow Jones indus- 
trial average was 6.46 points up 
at 1917.77. 

Dealers reckoned that if there 
was a sharp fall in the US market 
today then European markets 
might lose their resolve. 

"Investors are not too worried 
over a one-day drop in the US 
but if it rolls over into two days 


they will lose heart,” one London 
dealer said before the US market 
opened. 

London dealers had warned 
thal if shares on Wall Street fell 
sharply today a far heavier wave 
of selling than that this morning 
would hit the London market 
tomorrow. 

Unchanged

Saudis sell oil at market prices 


NICOSIA, Jan 1 1 . (AP): Saudi- 
Arabia. the world's biggest oil 
producer, is selling crude at 
prices lower than the Opec- 
decreed $18 a barrel, an oil new- 
sletter reported today. 

The Middle East Economic 
Survey said the Arab American 
Oil Co., which lifts around 1.3 
million barrels a day — about 
one - 1 h ird of the kingdom's q uolu 
decreed by the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
— has been making payments on 
a market price basis. 

Invoiced 

The respected Nicosia- based 
newsletter said il understands 
that the Aramco majors. Exxon. 
Mobil. Texaco and Chevron, 
“though invoiced on the basis of 
official prices for their Saudi lift- 
ings. have in fact for some time 
past been making actual 
payments on a market price basis 
with final settlement deferred 
until a later date." 

The weekly did not give any 
details. But it noted that Opec 
members Iran. Iraq and Qatar, 
along with non-Opcc Oman, are 
also selling oil at market prices 
below Opec's official price of S 1 8 
a barrel in line with market levels. 


Oil prices slumped late last 
month after an Opec ministerial 
meeting in Vienna which confir- 
med the organisation's S18 price 
and rejected demands by Iran to 
push the official price up to $20 a 
barrel. 

Market prices went as low as 
S 1 6 a barrel, but rebounded later 
above the S17 level with reports 
that Opec's 1 3 members were res- 
tricting their output and uphold- 
ing the official price, resisting 
pressure from some buyers for 
lower prices. 

Borrow 

The report came after Saudi 
Arabia announced for the first 
ume in 25 years its intention to 
borrow money. On Dec 30, the 
oil-rich kingdom said it planned 
to borrow as much as $8 billion 
to help finance its 1988 budget. 

The weekly said that the state- 
run National Iranian Oil Co. has 
“verballv indicated." to Japan- 
ese customers that it is willing to 
extend sales at market-related 
prices for the first quarter of the 
year. 

Il earlier had said that pricing 
policy would only be for Jan- 
uary. with a possible return to 
Opec levels in February. 


Iran’s Deputy Oil Minister, 
Hussein Kazempour-Ardebili 
arrived in Tokyo today on a four- 
day visit to meet senior Japanese 
officials on cutbacks in oil pur- 
chases. Iran's official Islamic 
Republic News Agency repor- 
ted. 

Expected 

The weekly said the offer to 
extend the lower prices until the 
end of March was expected to be 
finalised during the Iranian's 
visit at the head of a high-level 
delegation, setting the stage for 
signing contracts for new oil 
sales. 

The weekly said that pressure 
on producers to lower prices 
below the Opec level is expected 
to intensify with Iran, which 
depends on oil revenue to finance 
its war effort against Iran, also 
offering hefty discounts for its 
oil. 

The Iranians, like other oil 
producers, have been hit by fall- 
ing prices and a world oil glut. 

The survey said that most oil 
circles believe it is only a matter 
of Lime before producers “arc 
obliged to go market-related (on 
price) if they wish to keep their 
customers.”’

Brazil hopes for pact to ease debt pressure 


RIO DE JANEIRO. Jan II, 
(UP1): Brazil, reding under a 

51 16 billion foreign debt, hopes 
for an agreement similar to one 
announced recently between 
Mexico and the United States to 
ease the pressure. Finance Mini- 
ster Maiison Nobrcga said in an 
interview published today.

Concern for environment 
unites East, West Europe

Scientists point to natural causes to allay fears 


Radiation in the air, ground, and food affects all 


HELSINKI: When East Ger- 
man leader Erich Honecker 
recenLly travelled to Bonn, he 
rebuked most West German 
demands, saying ** socialism 
and capitalism are like Fire and 
water." But he agreed to 
increase cooperation on (he 
environment. 

The story's moral is dear 
While East and West Europe 
talk a different, hostile lan- 
guage on most issues, they 
understand each other's con- 
cern about environment. 

Bilateral environment pacts 
are becoming common. After 
signing its agreement with East 
Germany, Bonn initialed a 
pollution pact in October with 
Czechoslovakia, while under 
another treaty. Austria and 
Hungary share information on 
ecological problems. 

Multilateral East- West 
negotiations also have led to 
progress. Witness the world- 
wide agreement signed this Sep- 
tember in Montreal to reduce 
chlorofluorocarbons. the 
propellants in aerosol sprays. 

Inside Europe. 32 countries 
from both East and West sig- 
ned a path-breaking treaty in 
1984 to reduce sulphur emis- 
sions by 30 percent. According 
to Finnish officials chairing the 
negotiations, the same East- 
West group is close to reaching 
a^new agreement to reduce 
nitrogen oxide. 

“Ecology is a ‘safe’ issue." 
explains Aira Kalela, director 
of the International Affairs 
Division of the Finnish Minis- 
try of Environment, “h doesn’t 
provoke East-West conflicts 
like human rights." 

“Pollution knows no boun- 
daries," adds a Hungarian 
diplomat. “Against it, there are 
no effective fences. Checkpoint 
Charlies." 

Scandinavia illustrates the 
problem. Officials in both Fin-* 
land and Sweden say about 
two-thirds of add rain comes 
from abroad, much of it from 
Eastern Europe. The pollution 
threatens theitforesls, a major 
industry in both countries.

“For the Nordic countries, 
what happens in Poland. East 
Germany, Czechoslovakia 
isn't an abstract issue." says 
Markku Wallin, an environ- 
mental specialist at the Central 
Organisation of Finnish Trade 
Unions. “It directly affects our 
health — personal and econ- 
omic." 

Despite the economic logic, 
it look a long time to force these 
ecological concerns across the 
ideological divide. In 1972. 
Sweden presented to the UN a 
case study on sulphur's 
negative impact on the forests. 
Further sdentific study proved 
the Swedish case, but practical 
progress only came in 1979 in 
the follow-up talks to the Hel- 
sinki security accord. 

“(Former Soviet leader 
Leonid) Brezhnev asked him- 
self. ‘In what area could we all 
cooperate?'," recalls Ms 
Kalela. “Environment was the 
answer.” 

Prescient 

The Soviet timing was pres- 
cient The state of the environ- 
ment was becoming a topical 
issue in Western Europe, par- 
ticularly in pivotal West Ger- 
many. The sulphur talks 
quickly moved to completion, 
though serious obstacles binder 
further progress. But Washing- 
ton’s attitude worries the Scan- 
dinavians. The Reagan admin- 
istration refused to sign the sul- 
phur agreement. It claimed it 
would compromise sensitive 
bilateral negotiations on the 
issue wi th Canada, and remains 


hesitant about the proposed 
nitrogen oxide agreement. 

“On the one hand, the US 
has done a lot to reduce pollu- 
tion on car emissions." says 
Lars Bjorblum of the Swedish 
Ministry of Environment. "On 
the other hand, the administra- 
tion always is scared of making 
multilateral commitments." 

One of the most pressing 
problems for Sovieti-bloc coun- 
tries is funding cleanup. Poland 
says it cannot afford to meet the 
sulph ur accord, and other com- 
munist governments that are 
investing large sums to fight 
sulphur complain about the 
cost of reducing nitrogen emis- 
sions. 

One solution would be for 
the richer Western countries to 
pay. It would be cheaper and 
more effective for Finland or 
Sweden to help finance the fight 
against pollution in Poland and 
East Germany than at home: 

“Since we have a lot less 
pollution than in Poland, we 
m ust spend a lot more than they 
to lower pollution levels." 
explains Kalela, the Finnish 
diplomat. “But politically it's 
difficult to justify paying for 
projects abroad.” 

Another problem is tech- 
nology transfer. Though Wes- 
tern filters for coal-power 
plants guarantee a 40 per cent 
to 50 per cent cut in nitrogen- 
oxide emissions. East 
European equipment only 
produces a 10 to 15 per cent 
reduction. Before they sign an 
accord, the East Europeans 
want the West to donate its 
anti-nitrogen technology, a 
request the West refuses out of 
financial and security con- 
siderations. 

“At a certain stage in the 
negotiations, we always fra^ 
ourselves in front of the Cocom 
restrictions,” says a Hungarian 
diplomat, referring to the 
Coordinating Committee on 
Export Controls, a Western 
organisation that restricts tran- 
sfer of high-technology 
materials to the Soviet bloc. 
“But the main question is, as 
usual, who pays?”

LUXEMBOURG, If you eat 
bananas, live high above sea 
level, travel frequently by air, 
or tend towards vegetarianism, 
j you are probably increasing 
your exposure to radiation. 

Natural background radia- 
tion, in food, in the air, and in 
the ground, affects everybody 
to varying degrees, may be 
associated with cancer, and is 
generally impossible to con- 
trol. 

Scientists point this out to 
allay persistent fears about 
radiation aroused by last year’s 
Chernobyl disaster, which kil- 
led 31 people and sent a cloud 
of radioactivity across Europe. 

Many scientists say that if the 
increase in radioactivity caused 
by Chernobyl were put in pers- 
pective against natural radia- 
tion, everyone would be much 
less worried. 

Even in the year after Cher- 
nobyl, the estimated total dose 
of radiation received by people 
in Europe is less than 10 per

NEW YORK, (UPI): In a dis- 
covery that makes the sea floor 
appear as vast as the universe, 
scientists have identified crea- 
tures that can build a whole col- 
ony on a single grain of sand. 

“They are able to feed, to 
reproduce, to spend their en- 
tire lives on a grain,” said 
Judith Winston, a marine 
biologist at the American 
Museum of Natural History, 
who made the discovery with a 
Danish colleague, Eckart 
Hakansson of the University of 
Copenhagen. 

“Some of them look under 
the microscope like colonies on 
top of an asteroid." 

The creatures, called Bryo- 
zoans. comprise their own phy- 
lum in the animal kingdom and 
biologists have described over 
5.000 different species. Usual- 
ly. they can be found encrusted 
on rocks, seaweed, boat hulls 
and even floating pieces of 
plastic trash, but scientists nev- 
er thought to look for the tiny 


cent of the dose received every 
year from natural background 
radiation, Geoffrey .Webb of 
the British National Radiologic- 
al Protection Board told a con- 
ference in Luxembourg this 
month. 

“All the sources of radiation 
around us result in a con- 
tinuous exposure and there are 
about 60,000 radiations of all 
types passing through each of 
our bodies every second," Irish 
nuclear physicist Ian MeCaulay 
added. 

Natural radiation can filter 
through the earth’s atmos- 
phere, meaning you are more 
exposed to radiation in the air 
when high above sea level or 
when travelling in a plane. 

It also seeps up from natural- 
ly occurring radium in the 
rodcs to produce a gas called 
radon which can accumulate in 
buildings. 

Present in virtually all foods, 
especially bananas and Brazil 
nuts, it also tends to be higher 
in vegetarian diets, MeCaulay 
added. 

Over the next 50 years, near- 


ly half a million people in the 
European Community (EC) 
can be expected to die of can- 
cers caused by natural radia- 
tion, Webb said. 

He said the calculation was 
based on estimates, established 
by worldwide sdentific consen- 
sus, of the risk of getting cancer 
according to amount of radia- 
tion exposure. 

Against that, about 1,000 
people will die from cancers 
caused by the Chernobyl acci- 
dent. 


And both figures pale into 
insignificance compared to a 
predicted 30 million cancer 
deaths in the EC over the next 
50 years caused by smoking 
and other factors. 

“The problem is that (nnc- 
lear power) is a political issue 
as much as a sdentific issue,” 
one source at the EC executive 
commission in Brussles said. 

“People are more willing to 
accept much higher levels of 
risk from things they know, 


like car accidents. Or they 
accept a risk when it is some- 
thing they can control them- 
selves like smoking,” he 
added, “people are just not 
prepared to accept any risk 
from nudear power.” 

The political sensitivity of 
nudear power has been high- 
lighted by the ECs continuing 
difficulties in agreeing safety 
standards for food, beyond 
which the goods would have to 
be withdrawn from the market, 

in the event of another aeddent 
like Chernobyl. 

To keep on the safe side, the 
EC executive commission Iras 
proposed much stricter limits 
on radioactive contamination 
in food than those suggested by 
its own sdentific experts. 

Another problem facing 
politicians is that scientists can 
make only an estimate of the 
riks of low-level radiation. 

Cancers caused by low-level 
radiation are impossible to 
separate from cancers caused 
by smoking and other factors, - 
while the numbers involved 
tend to be so low as to be statis- 




deafly insignificant. 

Scientists therefore can c®ly 
estimate the risk of h_w4evtl 
radiation, basing their assump- 
tions on studies, of victims of 
high-level radiation such as the 
survivors of the atomic.bomfe 
dropped on Hiroshima and

“Our discovery was actually 
somewhat serendipitous," 
Winston said. “We couldn't 
believe we were seeing what we 
were seeing.” 

Winston said she made the 
discovery while studying a spe- 
cies of Bryozoa that forms a 
floating colony the size of a 
pea. The biologist examined 
sand from the Atlantic Ocean 
off the coast of Florida in an 
effort to find the larva of the 
free-floating animals. 

With the aid of a microscope 
she found the larva, but she 
also found colonies of whole 
new species of Bryozoa on indi- 
vidual sand grains. 

“We were looking in the 
sand for the larva, the babies, 
and not only did we find the 
babies but new species as well, 
she said. “It was completely 
unexpected." 

Although called moss anim- 
als. Bryozoans are not plants. 


They are aquatic invertebrates 
that look something like 
lichens with hollow tentacles 
that gather food into tiny sto- 
machs and esophaguses. 

Individuals, called zooids, 
mate and produce eggs that 
hatch into other zooids. 

“The larva swim around only 
for an hour to a day," Winston 
said. “They form colonies to 
survive." 

According to scientists, 
these colonies are found all 
over the world in fresh and salt 
water of varied depths and 
temperatures. Most of the col- 
onies are simple arrangements 
in which the creatures stay 
together and feed together. 

In other more complex 
societies, individual zooids can 
take on specialized roles. Some 
may defend the colony against 
attack by developing jaw-like 
structures that snap at intrud- 
ers while others develop bris- 
tles that sweep away silt. These 


workers are fed by still other 
zooids that collect enough food, 
for all. 

The creatures, some of 
which can grow up to 2 mil- 
Kmetres, feed on tiny plants 
smaller than they are, sdentists 
say. Researchers have disco- 
vered colonies over one foot 
30cm) across and weighing 
several pounds (kilos), 
although most colonies look 
like nothing more than one- 
inch (2.5 cm- sized patches of 
crust on rocks or boat hulls. 


Winston said the colonies 
she discovered on individual 
grains of sand ranged in size 
from three to 20 zooids. She 
identified 33 spedes of the cre- 
atures that lived on sand, nine 
of which had never been seen 
before. 

They were completely new 
to us," she said. The 24 pre- 
viously identified speaes had 


been found before on larger 
objects such as rocks and emp- 
ty shells, she said. 

The grains of sand bearing 
colonies measured only a half a 
millim eter. Winston said.

The nine 
was covered by the king and taken 
by the ace, and declarer returned a 
low trump. West followed low and 
East won the jack, but the club 
weakness was now safe from further 
attack. Declarer was eventually able 
to get one of dummy’s clubs away 
on his spades, and ended up losing 
only three trump tricks. 

Look what would have happened 
had West shot up with the king on 
the first trump lead. Thai seems to 
cost a trick, but watch how the play 
unfolds. West can now set up a club 
trick for his side by leading the suit, 
since East has a renace over dummy. 
Now when East gains the lead with 
the ace of trumps, he first cashes a 
club to complete the defensive book 
and then continues with a fourth 
round of clubs. West’s ten of- 
trumps becomes re-established, en 
passant , as the setting trick. 

If this defense bad been found at 
the table, there would have been no 
need to look any further for the best 
defensive hand of the year.

Let’s cook 


Rice salad 

Ingredients 

100 g (4 oz) long grain 
rice 

50g(2 oz) peas 
1 small red pepper 
1 onion 
1 carrot 

25g( i oz) raisins 
1 teaspoonful salt 
Salt and pepper and 
lemon juice 
Equipment 
Large pan 
Chopping board 
Small sharp knife 
Sieve or colander 

1. Put 1 litre (2 pints) of 
water and 1 teaspoonful of 
salt in the pan and bring to 
the boil. 

2. Remove seeds from 
pepper. Chop finely. 

3. Peel and chop onion. 
Peel or scrub carrot a nd cut 
into small cubes. 

4. When water has 
boiled, add rice, pepper, 
onion, carrot, and peas 
and boil steadily without a 
lid for 10 minutes or until 
rice is just cooked. 

5. Remove from heat. 
Drain using the sieve or 


colander and wash well in 
cold water. Drain 
thoroughly. Add raisins 
and mix well. 

6. Season with salt and 
pepper and lemon juice 
before serving. 

Stuffed eggs 

Ingredients 
4 eggs 

1 tablespoonful mustard 
and cress 

Pinch of dry mustard

naise

Serving dish 

1. Place eggs in a small 
pan of cold water, bring to 
the boil and time for 10 
minutes.

Clipped again 

The illusion: 

You ask someone to count some loose paperclips, then 
to bundle them together and wrap a rubber band around 
them. After the clips are placed under your friend’s 
hand.you snap your magic fingers. When the bundle is 
unwrapped, the paperclips have magically linked them- 
selves together into a chain. 

Hie preparation : 

Find fourteen paperclips and two rubber bands exactly 
alike. Take seven of the dips and link them into a chain, 
double them up (accordian pleat them) into the length of 
one clip, and wrap one of the rubber bands around the 
bundle (1). Keep the loose seven dips and the other 
rubber band in a small dish or box. Conceal the linked 
bundle of clips in a convenient spot

Dump the loose dips and the rubber band in front of 
your friend and ask for them to be counted. While the 
dips are being counted and wrapped with the rubber 
band you secretly get the linked bundle in your right hand 
and cradle it in the crook of your last two fingers (2), Pick 
up the bundle of loose dips that he has just wrapped with 
the tips of the fingers of the right hand, and at the same 
time, take the other person's right hand with your left. 

“I want you to cover the paperclips with your hand so 
they will be in the dark.” 

As you say, “I want you ...” slightly lift his hand.That 
will shi ft his gaze to you which gives you ample opportun- 
ity to drop your linked bundle on the table and retain the 
loose clips in your fingers (3), Place your friend’s hand 
right on top of the paperclips, pause a moment, and then 
snap your fingers.

Evert said she felt there were 
special circumstances on which- 
she would base her appeal. 
“Martina and I are not the 
villains in this. We will appeal 
and abide by whatever decision is 
made.'' 

“Maybe they'll halve the fine, 
may be they’ll make us pay the lot 
but we can't just let it stand,” she 
said. 

The fines were the maximum 
under Wita rules because both 
women are ranked in the lop 
four.

Soviets 
to attend 
Olympics 

MOSCOW. Jan II. (Reuter): 
The Soviet Union will attend the 
1 9S8 Summer Olympic Games in 
Seoul, the official news agency 
Tass reported today. 

Tass said a meeting of the 
Soviet Olympic Committee had 
voted to accept the invitation of 
the International Olympic Com- 
mittee. 

“At the same time it was 
underlined that the Soviet Olym- 
pic Committee supported and 
would continue to support the 
proposal of the North Korean 
National Olympic Committee to 
hold the Olympic Games in the 
North and South of Korea, 
which it regards as fully in accord 
with the spirit of the Olympic 
charter and Olympic ideals,” 
Tass said. 

Soviet participation at Seoul 
had been brought into question 
because of the insistence of 
North Korea that it co-hosi lhe 
Games. 

Reliable Soviet sources repor- 
ted that the vote at the meeting 
was unanimous, adding that the 
International Olympic Commit- 
tee's effort to work out an 
agreement between North and 
South Korea to share the Gaines 
had contributed to the decision. 

Announced 

In the past month Soviet allies 
including Hungary. East Ger- 
many. Poland and Romania 
have announced they will send 
teams to Seoul, calming fears of a 
possible boycott. 

Tass anounced today that 
Mongolia had also decided to 
attend. The deadline for accept- 
ing invitations to the Gomes is 
January 17. 

The Soviet Union led an East 
bloc boycott of the 1 984 Summer 
Olympics in Los Angeles, follow- 
ing the US-led boycott of the 
1980 Moscow Olympics, staged 
in protest at the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan in 
December 1979. 

In a related development. 
Chinese sources said today that 
China has also decided to take 
part in the Games and its athletes 
are already preparing for the 
competition. 

Peking is expected to also call 
for North Korea to be allowed to 
host several Olympic events 
when it officially confirms its 
participation this week. Western 
diplomats said. 

“It would only be a gesture to 
save North Korean feelings,” a 
diplomat commented. China has 
had close lies with North Korea 
since the Korean war and does 
not recognise the Seoul govern- 
ment. 

Possible 

Hong Kong's usually well- 
informed Wen Wei Po news- 
paper yesterday quoted sources 
as saying China would send a 
larger squad to Seoul than to the 
1984 Games, and would enter 
“as many events as possible.” 

China, which is due to host the 
1990 Asian Games, has a "more 
than 90 per cent chance," of 
being selected to host the Olym- 
pics in the year 2000. a separate 
report in Hong Kong's Ming Pao 
newspaper said yesterday. 

The newspaper said a delega- 
tion from the International 
Olympic Committee had visited 
China's National Games late last 
year and described the country's 
facilities as up to Olympic stan- 
dards. 

Sport Aid 
gets backing of 
50 countries 

LONDON, Jan H. (Reuter): 
Almost 50 countries have Joined 
the Sport Aid *88 campaign to 
fight hunger, poverty and disease 
and help children worldwide, 
organisers said today. 

In addition to a new race 
against time set for September 
1 1. Sport Aid organisers hope to 
involve the world's 2 1 8 countries 
in a programme of sport, music 
andcaraivaL 

In 1986. 20miHion people m 89 
countries took part in the Race 
Against Tone, a synchronised 
10- km run in thousands of cities, 
towns and villages worldwide. 

Easy 

The event, inspired by Bob 
Geldofs Band Aid concert, 
rasied $35 million. The money 
was mostly spent in 24 African 
countries and some is being used 
to ease the famine in Ethiopia.

Drivers can expect more 
thorough scrutineering. and 
even health checks in future, as 
the newly elected committee of 
the Moiorsporls division is 
determined to see that events are 
run correctly with driver and co- 
driver safety always uppermost 
in mind. 


MADRAS, India, Jan II, 
(Reuter): Kapil Dev lifted 1 odia’s 
spirits with a brilliant, attacking 
century on the first day of the 
fourth and final Test against 
West Indies today. 

A crowd of 20,000 rose to 
cheer Kapil just before the close 
when the all-rounder reached his 
sixth Test hundred, made off 
only 105 balls and including 17 
fours. 

His innings rescued 1 ndia from 
a precarious 156 for five on a 
wicket which had already started 
turning. By the close they had 
reached 308 for six with Kapil 
unbeaten on 104. 

The former Indian skipper 
received valuable support from 
Test debutant Ajay Sharraa with 
whom he put on 1 13 for the fifth 
wicket. 

West Indian captain Viv 
Richards broke the stand by 
trapping Sharma leg before with 
a quicker delivery. His 30 
included five fours. 

Earlier, the West Indian pace 
attack of Courtney Walsh and

No easy rides in Euro-championship

DUESSELDORF, West Ger- 
many, Jan 1 1. (Reuter): No team 
can expect an easy ride into the 
semifinals of the 1988 European 
Soccer Championship whatever 
the outcome of the draw for the 
eight-nation finals tomorrow. 

The line-up for the tour- 
nament in West Germany from 
June 10 to 25 is arguably the 
strongest ever for the finals of the 
competition. 

Inevitably 

“There are no genuine 
favourites. Just about any of the 
teams could become European 
Champions," West German 
manager Franz Beckenbauer 
said. 

As hosts and twice winners of 
the tournament in 1972 and 
1980. the West Germans inevita- 
bly start as top favourites and the 
team most others will be anxious 
to avoid when the two groups of 
four are decided by tomorrow’s 
draw. 

But the names of three other 
previous title winners — Italy, 
Spain and Soviet Union — are 
lurking dangerously along with 
potential champions England, 
the Netherlands and Denmark. 





Pionlok 

“This could be a tournament 
of superlatives,'* said Danish 
trainer Sepp Piontek. 

Ironically, the only previous 
title winners not represented are 
reigning champions France who 
flopped badly in their group. 

The one supposedly weak 
nation to qualify are Ireland, 
who came through thanks to 
some stumbling along the way by 
Belgium, Bulgaria and Scotland. 

But though teams will not 
complain to find the Irish in their 
group, nobody is expecting Jack 
Charlton's team to be pushovers. 


Beckenbauer 

West Germany and England, 
who met in the memorable 1966 
World Cup final, know that they 
cannot meet until the semifinals, 
at least. 

As hosts. West Germany are 
automatically placed in Group 
One while top seeds England, 
who boast their best team since 
the World Cup in 22 years ago, 
head Group Two. 

Italy ana the Netherlands were 
to have been seeded joint second 
so that one went into each of the 
groups. But a UEFA organising 
committee spokesman said 


today that this system, announ- 
ced only 24 hours earlier, had 
been scrapped after an objection 
from Spain. 

The spokesman said that I taly 
and the Netherlands would now 
join the four remaining teams in 
the draw for groups. 

Teams would be drawn in 
order of rankings worked out on 
the basis of performances in the 
last World Cup qualifiers and 
group matches for the present 
championships, with Italy first 
followed by the Netherlands, 
Spain, the Soviet Union, Den- 
mark and Ireland. 

After round-robin group mat- 
ches, the top two from each 
qualify for the semifinals.

The opening match, in which 
West Germany are certain to 
play, will take place in Duessel- 
dorf on June 10 with the final 
being held in Munich’s Olympia 
stadium on June 25.

Maradona lifts Napoli out of a bad patch 


DIEGO MARADONA has 
important news for lhe critics 
who were ready to pounce when 
his Napoli side hit a bad patch — 
the reigning Italian champions 
are back on top form. 

The Argentine World Cup 
captain contributed a goal in 
Napoli's 4-0 rout of Fiorentina 
on Sunday and then jubilantly 
announced: “Napoli aren't fini- 
shed like some people were say- 
ing and I think that we've 
demonstrated that convincin- 
gly.” 

Stakes 

The win restored Napoli's 
badly-shaken confidence after 
two crushing defeats within a 
week and Maradona's goal pul 
him in joint first place in the 
League goal-scoring stakes with 
Austria's Anton Polsier and 
Dane Preben Elkjaer, on seven 
goals apiece. 

European Footballer of the 
Year Ruud Gullit shared the 
headlines with Maradona after 
his goal gave AC Milan their first 
victory at Juventus in 1 7 years. 

The Corriere Dello Sport new- 
spaper depicted the 25-vear-old 
Dutchman in a Superman outfit 
under the headline “Supergullii” 
after the 1-0 win pul Milan only 
three points behind the defend- 
ing champions. 

For soccer commentators, the 
dash was decided by the stark 
contrast in the performances of 


Gullit and Juventus's Welsh 
striker Ian Rush, who had at 
least two chances to score. 

"Rush missed, Gullit didn’t” 
said a headline in the Gazetja 
Dello sport. 

In Portugal, most of the atten- 
tion was focussed on the Allelico 
Madrid-Valenda clash in Spain 
where two former Porto stars — 
Paulo Fulre and Rabah Madjer 
— faced each other. 

“Futre2 — Madjer 1,” ran the 
banner headline in one Lisbon 
sports paper, reflecting the lack 
of interest in a somewhat drab 
domestic weekend programme. 

Porto stayed at the top of the 
First Division with a 1 -0 win over 
lowly Espinho despite being 
reduced to 10 men for much of 
the match. With their thoughts 
obviously on tomorrow's Super- 
cup final second leg against Ajax 
Amsterdam, the Porto players 
struggled for 72 minutes before 
Andre scored. 

Second-placed Benfica pre- 
served their hopes of keeping the 
Leaguecrown with a 2-0 win over 
Guimaraes but Sporting Lisbon, 
virtually out of the title race after 
a goalless draw with Elvas. were 
booed off the pitch.
